WORKING FOR ROOSEVELT 
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SUPPORTERS FLOCKING TO HIM 
BY HUNDREDS. 
ADHERENTS COMING FROM THE OTHER 
CANDIDATES — PREPARATIONS FOR 

GRBAT MEETINGS IN HIS FAVOR. 

Rain did not damp the Roosevelt boom 
yesterday apparently, for from early morning 
until late at night the headquarters in the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel were thronged with the friends 
and workers of the energetic Republican can- 
didate, who met many hundreds during the day, 
and received scores of letters containing assur- 
ances of support for him. 

Mr. Roosevelt is gaining daily among the 
business men at arate which has set the Hew- 
itt men at their wits’ ends to finda way to stop 
such inroads into their strength. This is par- 
ticularly noticeable in the Stock Exchange, 
where the Democratic members who will vote 
tor Mr. Roosevelt are numbered by the score. 
ste will also have without exception the vote 


if the independent Republicans onthe Exchange 
“vho supported Cleveland. It was at first 
thought vest to organize a Roosevelt club on the 

xchange, but the active Roosevelt men advised 
nvainstit, believing that more could be accom- 
plished by quiet work,,and so the project was 
abandoned.

Mr.sRoosevelt met 200 or 300 of the young 
men whoare doing such excellent work for him 
at the rooms of the club during the afternoon, 
and being persuaded to ‘‘say something to the 
boys,” thanked them most heartily for the work 
they had donein his behalf, a work the value of 
which could not be overestimated. He pleased 
them by informing them that the practical men 
in the Campaign Committee had said of their 
work that it was as practical and effective as 
any they had ever seen performed. Their 
work, said the young candidate, was 
especially gratifying because it came from 
a class of men who, he knew, would hold up 
his hands in any work he attempted for the 
best interests of the city. “ The prospect of my 
election,” he said, * has grown brighter day by 
day since my nomination, and while the fight has 
been an up-hill one the gradeis growing less and 
less steep, until now we are on a level and daily 
vetting the best of our enemies. If I am elected 
I know that all you will ask of me is to eonduct 
the affairs of the city practically, well, and hon- 
estly, and that I promise you I shall do.”

PRESIDENT BARILLAS'’S ESCAPE. 

NeEW-ORLEANS, Oct: 27.--A private letter 
received here to-day gives the particulars of an 
Attempt upon the, life of President Barillas, of 
Guatemala, who succeeded to the control of the 
Government upon the death in battle of Rufino 
Barrios afew years age. The story goes that 
two merchants, druggists _of Guatemala city, 
sniployed a servant of the President tu adminis- 
ter poison with his food, and paid him $2,000 
jor tue job. The man’s courage failed him, how- 
ever, and he went to the President, confessed 
the conspiracy, and delivered to him the poison 
and the money he had received. This was on 
the 1L0thinst. The would-be poisoners were ar- 
rested and were undergoing trial when the letter 
was written. If found guilty, of which there 
was no doubt, their execution was only a matter 
of a few days.

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TO BUILD ANOTHER MILL. 


A PROPOSAL TO INCREASE THE 
DLES OF FALL RIVER. 

FALL River, Mass., Oct. 27.—Quite a 
sensation has been created in this city of forty- 
odd mills over the report that some new ones are 
to be erected. The mill owners have long been 
complaining of the dullness in the print cloth 
market, and this argument has been used with 
telling force when the operatives have asked for 
an increase of wages. A few of the mills have 
of late shown a surplus. The Wampanoag has 
just increased its capital stock by the addition 
of 25.000 shares, made possible by the earnings 
over and above the dividends paid. The Stafford 
mills also have a surplus on hand, and the Di- 
rectors have advised that a new mill be con- 
structed. A special meeting of the stockholders 
will be called to consider the proposition. 

The Stafford mills were incorporated in 1871, 
with a capital of $550,000. The last public 
statement of this mill,on March 17, showed a 
surplus of $108,898. The project has created 
cousiderable comment, and among the stock- 
holders opposite views are freely expressed. It 
is claimed by these who are not in favor of any 
more cotton mills that the policy of the Direct- 
ors is suicidal. They agree that the capacity 
for producing print cloths here is already iin- 
mense, a8 viewed by the experience of past 
years, When goods have been piled up and no 
market could be found for them. Profits on the 
cotton industry have figured very small for the 
last five years in this city, and the stock on hand 
at present anda fairdemand do not insure future 
prosperity. It is reasoned, therefore, that there 
should be fewer mills before there are more. 

On the other hand. a number of the Directors, 
backed by others who have capital invested in 
the mill, are of the opinion that the outlook war- 
rants the building of another factory. The Staf- 
ford mill has made money, as shown by the sur- 
plus, and the addition of new machinery would 
increase the value of the present investment. 
The corporation owns land on which to build the 
new mill. It is estimated thatthe new mill could 
be built for about $13 per spindle, and not much 
less, which would require an outlay of about 
$500,000. One of the last mills built here, in the 
constructiébn of which due economy was prac- 
ticed, cost for building, land, equipment, &c., 
$13 per spindle, and conditions have not mate- 
rially changed. It is rumored that several other 
mills are to be erected.

TEMPORARILY EMBARRASSED.

A CINCINNATI DRY GOODS HOUSE ASKS 
FOR TIME. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 27.—A rumor that the 
wholesale dry goods house of Shipley, Dorsey & 
Co. was cramped, and had been compelled to ask 
for an extension of time from their creditors was 
the talk of the afternoon in business circles. In- 
quiry confirmed the report. The information 
given out was that the firm, becoming tempo- 
rarily embarrassed, had asked their New-York 
creditors to grant an extension of time for two, 
Toar, six, eight, and ten months, without se- 
curity, and the creditors had agreed to 
such an arrangement. The firm is_ said 
to be doing a business of about $1,500,000 
a year. Some months ago they moved into a 
new building on Fourth-street, where they pay 
$18,000 a year rent. Their business has largely 
increased since the removal, and, it is stated, 
has grown beyond their capital. The statement 
made to the New-York creditors was that the 
firm has assets in the shape of stock, bills re- 
ceivable, and real estate to the amount of 
$1,000,000, and liabilities of about $800,000. It 
is stated that prices have advanced since the 
house purchased its present stock, and that 
there will be no difficulty in meeting the obliga- 
tious if the time is given.

FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 

York, Penn., Oct. 27.—An execution was 
issued to-day against Thompson & Brother, 
cigar manufacturers, of Wrightsville, this coun 
ty. for $9,500. There is said to be about $13,000 
assets. The liabilities are $18,000. 

St. Louis, Oct. 27.—A deed of assignment 
for the benefit of creditors was filed in the Re- 
corder’s office to-day by Augustus A. Mellier, K. 
Duncan Meliier, and Alvin Mellier, composing 
the tirmof A. & Mellier & Co., doing. a whole- 
sale drug business at Nos. 909 and 911 Washing- 
ton-avenue. The firm places their assets at 
$30,000, with liabilities estimated at $100,000, 
distributed about equally between creditors in 
the East and West. The assets are well se- 
cured. K. Duncan Mellier says that the cause of 
the failure is due entirely to many heavy losses 
by « decreased business and a shrinking in value 
of their stock. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., Oct. 27.—Marx & 
Weimstein, dealers in dry goods, made an as- 
signment to-day to kK. F. Beck for the benetit of 
their creditors, none being preferred. The as 
sets are about $13,000; liabilities, $11,000. At- 
tachments amounting to $3,500 were issued to- 
day against the stock.

Forr KroGu, Montana, Oct. 27.—The fol- 

lowing additional particulars regarding the late

ticht on the Crow Reservation between a party 
of Crow and Sioux Indians, in which five of the 
indians were killed and scalped, have just been 
reported: The expedition leit the Yankton 
Agency a short time ago with the avowed inten- 
tion of raiding the Crow camp on the Little Rose- 
bud. Concealing their horses in a ravine, they 
went into the timber to reconnoitre. Their 


; horses were found by the Crows and identified. 


A search was made aud resulted in the killing of 
two Sioux and three Crows aud the wounding of 
The remaining Sioux es- 
caped to Fort Custer aud reported the fight. The 
Crows had a war dance over the dead bodies of 
the Sionx, shot their bodies full of holes, and cut 
off the head of one with an axe. The report says 
the Crows are putting on paint and are preparing 
for war. Itis purely an Indian quarrel and not 
dangerous to whites.

LIBERTY’S GREAT STATUE 


A GRAND CELEBRATION PROM- 
ISED FOR 10-DAY. 
PROGRAMME OF THE EXERCISES ON 
BEDLOW’S ISLAND— FINAL ORDERS 

ABOUT THE PARADES. 

‘The statue of Liberty yesterday was seen 
through a mist darkly. Piercing winds blew 
around Bedlow’s Island, and the numerous 
workmen, who were not in any way protected 
from the weather, worked uncomfortably. The 
speakers’ stand, and that for the use: of musi- 
cians above it, were in readiness yesterday. 
Planks were removed and a semblance of tidiness 
was given to the island. A big barge, which 
looked extremely dismal, with its legend in 
red characters, “Eat, drink, and be merry,” 
stood at the Bedlow’s Island dock to land visit- 
ors. It willbe used for that purpose this after- 
noon.

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CORNELL UNIVERSITY. 
HONORARY DEGREES NOT TO BE CON- 
FERRED IN FUTURE. 

Iraaca, N. Y., Oct. 27.—At the meeting 
of the Board of Trustees of Cornell University 
this morning there were present President 
Adams and the following Trustees: George W. 
Schuyler, William R. Humphrey, Amasa J. Par- 
ker, Hiram Sibley, Henry W. Sage, Henry B. 
Lord, Lieut.-Gov. Jones, State Superintendent 
Draper, the Rev. Charles M. Tyler, and Messrs. 
Mynderse Van Cleef, George R. Williams, and J. 
De Witt Warner. Several matters of importance 
were discussed, but the only definite action 
taken during the morning session was relative 
to the matter of conferring honorary degrees, of 
which the Alumni of the university, with but 
very few exceptions, have recently expressed 
their disapproval. The action taken by the 
board last June, which favored the granting of 
honorary degrees, was unanimously rescinded, 
notwithstanding thefact that ex-President White 
is said'to favor the idea, J 

At the afternoon seasion the question of the 
new law school was discussed, and a two years’ 
course was decided upon with a Faculty com- 
prising a resident Dean, a Professor, and Assist- 
ant Professor, and special non-resident Pro- 
fessors. This Faculty is to be chosen at the next 
meeting of the board, in January, 1887, when 
the public announcement of the law depart- 
ment will be made. The matter of State scholar- 
ships was also discussed with a view of devising 
a plan for procuring a full representation from 
the several Assembly districts in this State. A 
bill is to be submitted to the next Legislature on 
this subject. Appropriations were voted for the 
year, including a liberal allowance for the 
classical department. 

The report of President Adams showed the 
institution to be in a flourishing condition in re- 
gurd to the number of students and the effici- 
ency of the Faculty. The whole nuinber of stu- 
dents is 794, of which 370 are new students. 
‘The total number of Freshwen in full standing 
is 304. There are 33 post graduates,

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AN INSTITUTE BURNED. 
THE CASE SCHOOL OF APPLIED SCIENCE 
IN RUINS. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 27.—The Case 
School of Applied Science, founded by the late 
Leonard Case and endowed by him with prop- 
erty estimated to be worth $2,250,000, has been 
destroyed by a mysterious fire which broke 
out atter midnight last night. The loss by the 
burning of the stately four-story structure, 92 
by 167 teet, and the costly apparatus is nomi- 
nally $200,000, the insurance upon which is 
comparatively trifling, but the loss which can- 
not be expressed in money is far greater. Presi- 
dent Staley, who lately came from Union College, 
Sehenectady, loses his valuable scientific 
library, his lectures, all the records of 25 
years of educational work and some household 
goods. Prot. Albert Michaelson loses a costly 
ecllection of plysical apphances, lectures, and 
wil his mathematical catculations made here 
and while in the Annapolis Naval Academy, 
including important astronomical tigures and 
his fumous Computations of the velocity of light. 
Prof. Hudson A. Wood loses one of the rarest 
collections of minerals and shells in the couutry. 
The scientific apparatus of the institution was 
bought in Europe for $22,000. Oneof the great- 
est losses was the relicf map of Ohio, which ex- 
cited much attention at the New-Orleans Exposi- 
tion. 

Adelbert College, which stands on contiguous 
ground, eseaped. Its Trustees and Faculty to- 
day took formal action to express sympathy and 
offer rooms for the use of Case School classes, 
The offer was accepted, and study will be re- 
summed next Monday. Prof. H. F. Reid, lateiy of 
Johus Hopkins University, arrived to-day to 
take a place in the Faculty as Professor of 
Mathematics. When he tound the vwuilding 
burned he expected that he would be released 
from his engagement, but the Trustees notitied 
him that he would be needed more than ever, as 
the intention 1s to continue the work and rehabil- 
itate the school as speedily as practicable.

CHURCHILL AND THE IRISH 


THE TORY LEADERS SPEECH 
AT BRADFORD. 

FOUR HUNDRED ADDRESSES PRESENTED 

TO HIM—HIS UTTERANCES SHARPLY 
CRITICISED BY THE PRESS. 


Lonpon, Oct. 27.—At the Conservative 
conference at Bradford yesterday the Right 
Hon. Henry Chaplin, member of Parliament, 
moving a vote of thanks to Lord Randolph 
Churchill for his speech and to the association, 
said he believed the time coming would be the 
worst the United Kingdom had ever experienced 
in agricultural depression. After speaking at 
the conference Lord Randolph addressed a large 
overfiow meeting. His remarks were contined 
mainly to local matters. 

Lord Randolph Churchill was presented with 
400 addresses at Bradford to-day in the hall in 
which the Conservative conference was held. 
The hall was crowded. When he, accompanied 
by his wife, entered, both were greeted with 
prolonged cheering. Lord Randolph said he 
ooked forward to a Winter of hard and heavy 
work. The Government were resolved to submit 
to the country real, genuine measures in accord 
with the reforming and progressive spirit of the 
age. Referring to the addresses he had received, 
he said they embodied a real and living political 
spirit, which could not fail to guide the future of 
the country. The vastness of the deputations 
who were present at the conference realized Lord 
Beaconsfieid’s prediction for the future of the 
Tory Party and the hold it ought to have on 
the masses of the people. He thanked 
the Dublin deputation for attending the confer- 
ence, and said: ‘The Ivish for the moment are 
influenced by agitators. Unfortunately, men 
who formerly occupied high Government offices 
are now using their reputations to weaken the 
Crown’s authority. For these reasons constitu- 


tional principles are for the moment at a dis- 
count in Ireland.” He desired to popularize con- 
stitutional principles in ireland, which would 
benefit that country the same as England bya 
just, strong, and orderly Government. ‘The fort- 
unes of the Irish people were no longer to be the 
subject for sport and play, but the battle ground 
of political parties. 

The Standard says: ‘‘Lord Randolph Church- 
ill’s speech fails to come to the level of the one 
made by him at Dartford. It is too long and 
much of it lacks interest.” The Times says: 
“Pxultation over the nervous prostration of 
the Gladstonians is very well in moderation, 
but it rather weakens some of Lord Randolph 
Churchill’s own arguments. It is less called for 
when the Gladstonians are giving evidence of 
their vitality by their preparations for a coun- 
terblast at Leeds. Lord Randolph failed toavail 
himself of the chances at his couiunand for a use- 
ful departure froin the lines laid down in his 
former oration at Dartford. tis unfair and un- 
wise to assume that the bulk of the Liberals will 
adopt or abet the tactics of the Parneliites. De- 
spite the vagueness of Lord Randolph’s proposal 
for waremedy, we do not think that the applica- 
tion of closure by a bare majority will commend 
itself to the Government.” 

Lora Randoiph Churchill will not attend the 
Lord Mayor’s banquet at the Mansion House on 
Noy. 9. Lord Randolph has been invited toa 
birthday party to be given by the Prince and 
Princess of Wales at Sandringham.

Lam perfectly willing, gentlemen, to 
take that issue and make the fight onit alone, 
and I believe that you, all of you, think that 
there is a need of reform, radical reform, in the 
City Hall.” 

“That's what we want,” shouted a man, and 
“that’s what you'll get,” responded Mr, Roose- 
velt. 

‘“We have heard for the past ten days,’ con- 
continued Mr. Roosevelt, ‘‘the wailing of Mr. 
Hewitt’s managers, appealing for our votes in 
support of their candidate. This is a curious 
political alliance. We see the Tammany Hall 
aeelers clasping hands with the heelers of the 
County Democracy, aided by that dull, feeble 
Chadband faction represented by the Hvening 
Post. I read in a recent issue of that 
truthful sheet that we did not take 
issue with Henry George. That is not 
a correct statement. We emphatically take 
radical issue with Mr. George, and our past rec- 
ord entitles us to stand up in the fight against 
that theorist better than the Democrats. The 
fact is we don’t fear the drawing away from us 
of any Republican votes by the George cam- 
paign. Itis the Hewitt managers who fear that 
George will carry many Democratic votes out of 
their ranks. They know that he has shattered 
their machinery, and they hope by noise and 
clamor to impress the timid good with the belief 
that by voting for me they will elect Mr. George. 
Ve say that we stand directly against George’s 
theories, and we are antagonistic to the prac- 
tices of the supporters of Hewitt. 

“Gentlemen, we all know how we are served 
by the supporters of Mr. Hewitt who now hold 
otfice, many of whom hold their places, not be- 
cause they serve the people, but because they 
serve some local political boss. We know many 
who are retained in office on account of their 
ability to infiuence an election or control a 
political convention.

I was partly instrumental in making the 
civil service laws, and you may rest entirely as- 
sured that if Iam elected Mayor I shall see to it 
that they are strictly enforced. All sinecurists, 
.dishonest, and incompetent city officials have 
cause—very great cause—to fear my election. 
I amastrong party man myself, but if I am 
elected, as I feel I shall be, [great applause,} and 
I find a public servant who is dishonest, I will 
chop his head off if he is the highest Repub- 
lican in this municipality. [Cheers.]} 

“T would like also to take issue emphatically 
with Mr. George when he says tat he would 
make a better Mayor for the workingmen than I 
would. Iam, if lam anything, an American. I 
am an American from the crown of my head to 
the soles of my feet. If I take office I will take 
jt asa freeman, as an equal to my fellow-free- 
man, to serve loyally, honestly, and consci- 
entiously every citizen of this great Common- 
wealth. Idon’t care what may be his polities, I 
don’t care what may be his religion, I don't care 
what may be his color. [Applause.] I 

ion’t care who he is, so long as he 
ig honest he shall be served by me. All I ask of 
him is that he discharge faithfully the duties of 
an American citizen,and I am _ his representa- 
tive. {Loud and prolonged applause.) If T am 
chosen I will have one ambition—which is law- 
ful and honorable—to so comport myself as to 
earn the right to the respect and esteem of ever 
citizen of the city of New-York. I am the candi- 
date for Mayor nominated and indorsed by the 
eitizens and the Republican Party. If I am 
made Mayor, I will be Mayor of the city of New- 
York. [{Applause.] ? 

“ Gentlemen, I won't detain you much longer, 
sut 1 wish to state again that we stand against 
George on account of his theories and against 
Hewitt on acconnt of the practices of his fol- 
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lowers. We will not only wy to preserve law | 


and order, but we will endeavor to effect radical 
reform in the City Hall. We will show favor to 
no one party, but treat all parties alike as they 
stand. I willremain strong to my own party, 
yet shall see the chief magistracy used to pro- 
mote no single party, but the welfare of the en- 
tire city. Idon't know of any more promises 
which I can make. I will let my past record 
serve as an earnest for what T shall doin the 
future. In conchision, I can only thank you for 
the courtesy with which you have listened to 
me.’

MR. CHOATE’S PREDICTION. 

‘““T will now present to you,” said the 
Chairman, “a man who will make his maiden 
speech. If you will be quiet 1 think he will do 
very well.” 

When Joseph H. Choate rosé after this intro- 
ductien, the great audience shouted with laugh- 
ter and cheering. ‘If you goon as you've be- 
gui,’ said Mr. Choate, wheu at last allowed to 


speak, “ve been wondering where Henry 
George and Abram S. Hewitt will be next Tues- 
day night. I think tie result will be 
that we shall fizd Henry resting in Abra- 
ham’s bosom, [great laughter,] and both 
resting lovingly together on the banks 
ot Salt River, [applause,] putting themselves 
to sleep by reading each other’s letters [laughter 
and applayse] under the light of the drooping 
torches of Tammany Hall. Why, gentlemen, this 
reminds me of some municipal reform meetings 
we have had before. In spiritand in temper it 
resembles a meeting about 15 years ago to-night, 
when IT'weed and his syndicate had possession of 
the City Treasury, having stolen about $20,000,- 
000, and when Oakey Hall, their mouthpiece, 
was asking the people, ‘ Whatare you gomg to 
do about it?’ 

{A voice—Hope you will accomplish more. ] 

‘Some one hopes we will accomplish more. 
If next Tuesday we shall accomplish as much 
as we did the Tuesday after that mect- 
ing we will have good reason to be sat- 
istied. [Great cheering.] I see many here 
who were at that meeting. Tom Acton [cheers] 
was there. Judge Davis, [renewed cheers,| who 
had the honor of sending the ringleader of 
the old ring to the penitentiary, was at that 
meeting. And that grand old swamp angel, 
Jackson 8. Schultz, [shouts of laughter and 
cheers,] was there. I believe we are here on tho 
same business as then—municipal reform. I 
wish to speak for Theodore Roosevelt because T 
believe he will be elected, and I know that if 
elected he will be not only the best Mayor that 
could be chosen, but the best Mavor this city has 
had in the memory of this generation. 

“ Gentlemen, my programme and platform are 
short. They contain three words—Vote for 
Roosevelt, If you want to beat George, as you 
all do, vote for Roosevelt. If you would defeat 
Hewitt, as of course you would, vote for Roose- 
velt. If you want to turn out the plunderers at 
the City Hall, here is your man. [{Applause.] in 
this triangular contest are two Democrats and 
one Republican and citizens’ candidates. Wluich 
will you choose? [Cheers for Roosevelt.] 
They say there is a union of _ the 
Democracy. I say there may be a union 
of the leaders, but there is a_ terrible 
split among the voters.

“ First, we have the philosophical candidate. 
Mr’ George has many friends. What does he 
hope to accomplish? He says his election would 
be the beginning of the end of industrial slavery. 
Industrial slavery, indeed! Was there ever a 
country, ever a city, in which the workingmen 
were as free and as powerful to take care of 
themseives as these very workingmen of this 
city? How does be propose to put an end to 
slavery? What are the workingmen to gain by 
his election? Has he ever proposed one measure 
by which as Mayor he can benetit them? No, He 
avows his purpose to be, not to serve the 
people, but to publish and advertise his philo- 
sophical views. Are you willing to have 
your rights and interests prostituted to any 
such selfish purposes?

They will march 
up to the polls, take ballots to be handed to them, 
and vote these ballots because so ordered.

Yet, however wise or however foolish they may 
be, they have nothing whatever to do with mu- 
nicipal government, and nobody knows it better 
than Mr. George himself. here is no fear of 
his election. Thereis no fear from any honest 
combination of labor. 

“Is any one here so greenas to suppose any 
reform can be worked in municipal j olities under 
Abram S. Hewitt? In our contest of 15 years 
ago or since, in any of the efforts to rescue the 
city from corruption, has any one ever heard the 
voice of Abram §. Hewitt? No. Has he ever 
dictated to his ‘party the necessity of reform in 
politics?

Do you want a Treasury 
watch dog? There he is. Do you want some 
one to indict and convict Aldermen? He is here. 
Do you want Fifth-avenue paved or left forever 
a desert? The man is here. [A voice— Don’t 
forget Avenue A.’ Laughter.} No, we won't, 
for Mr. Roosevelt made his first eampaign speech 
to ladies and gentlemen in Avenue A. The 
Democrats say. ‘If you want to beat George 
vote for Hewitt.’ I say if you want to beat 
George and Hewitt, too, which you do, you must 
vote for Roosevelt.” [Great cheers. |

JUDGE DAVIS TALKS BUSINESS. 

Chief-Justice Noah Dayis, introduced by 
Mr. Acton, limped up to the rostrum, leaning on 
his heavy cane, and stood until the applause 
which greeted him had died slowly away, when 
he said: 

‘““Mr. CHAIRMAN, LADIES, AND GENTLEMEN: 
To face an audience like this, after having 
but just risen from bed after an illness of six 
months, I think is enough for any ordinary man, 
but to follow old Joe Choate is infinite- 
ly worse. I come here to-night not 
to talk politics, but real, solid business, 
and to discuss the real topic involved in 
this contest—municipal reform. We have be- 
fore us an extraordinary triangular duel. There 
are three candidates in the field, and it is the 
duty of the people to select that one who is the 
most sure to protect the Treasury, enforce the 
laws, and defend the rights of the people. A 
few weeks ago an extraordinary effort was made 
to unite the different factions of Democracy in 
this city. Three members of the National Cabi- 
net and even Gov. Hill combined together all 
their powers to drag together the Coun- 
ty Democracy and Tammany Hall. They 
tried vainly. But a little later a vision appeared 
before those two Democratic factions in the per- 
son of Henry George, and that vision changed 
their feelings because they saw in it the possible 
danger of losing their hold on the Treasury, for 
George might carry away from them men whom 
they had held for years as their political slaves, 
and then they united and nominated Abram 8. 
Hewitt. 

“T don’t fear George’s theories. I fear the 
bad practices of those men against whom we 
are contending, who thrust their unscrupulous 
hands into the Treasury and take out what 
they want. I am glad that George frightened 
these factions into a huddling combination. The 
County Democracy didn’t dream of Hewitt 
when Tammany Hall nominated him, but they 
immediately joined in and supported him and 
wentinto the rattle for the rest of the offices. 
What for? Reform? Examine their records and 
see if that was their subject. And this is pre- 
eminently the time for reform.” 

Judge Davis alluded to the “ pleasant fact” that 
twenty-odd city officials were now either under 
indictment, in jail, or banished for crimes against 
justice, against peace, and against every citizen 
of New-York, and went on: ‘There ought to be 
another kind of reform than that produced by 
indictment and imprisonment. We want the 
people at the polls to put in power the man who 
will exercise that power in favor of law and 
order, and to protect the rights of the people. 
Will Hewitt do that? [Cries of ‘No, no.’| Sup- 

ose that Hewitt were to float into the City 

{all on that bladder, blown up with the exag- 
gerated fear of Henry George,what would he do? 
He would encourage the same evils, the same 
wrongs, the same wicked men that now con- 
trol this city—encourage the same men, for 
they put him in power. Does his record give 
you any assurance that he will be any- 
thing more than the tool of the men 
who nominated him? No, it does _ not. 
Examine his career and see if you can find one 
single measure of reform to which he has lent 
his aid. Is there one? [Cries of ‘Not one.’] 
I cannot recall a single one. What has he 
done in Congress? Made himself a conspicuous 
and an absolute failure. Mr, Hewitt has been 
835 years prominently in public life. Mr. Roose- 
velt has been three years, and in that short time 
he has done more actual good for New-York’s 
people in saying us from the plunderer than 
Hewitt did in five times as many years. [Ap-

I cherish no malice 
toward Mr, Hewitt,” concluded the Judge, who 
had been deeply affected when talking of Gar- 
field. ‘* Neither.” he continued after a pause, 
‘“havel any respect for him. [Tremendous ap- 
plause.] But when he thrusts his personal re- 
spectability between the people and the man of 
their choice, and threatens that George will 
bring ruin and destruction upon the country, it 
is time to tell who heis. A man who will stick 
to such a lie, in the face of such proofs that it 
was a lie, will probably stick to Tammany Hall 
and the County Democracy and all its tyrannical 
re even though the devil stands behind 
Lim.’

A VOICE FROM DOWN TOWN. 

Mr. J. Hobart Herrick was the next 
speaker whom Mr. Acton intoduced, amid loud 
applause, as the representative of the Produce 
Exchange. Mr. Herrick said: 


“T think it must be admitted that there is very 
decided enthusiasm among business men, when 
one of them is willing to speak after Joe Choate 
and Judge Davis. [Laughter and applause.] 
What is there left for a humble business man to 
say? [A voice, ‘ Vote for Roosevelt.’ Renewed 
laughter and applause.] Yes, I can say that, and 
I do say it, though I know that every one here 
willdoit without my saying 1t. [Cheering.] No 
great movement has ever been successful unless 
based on a priuciple, and the principle on which 
our cause is based is reform. [Applause.} If 
the naked question was put before the voters of 
this city to-morrow, whether they desire reform 
or a continuance of the present disgraceful and 
corrupt administration, 150,000 voters woud 
walk to the polls and vote in favor of reform. 
But the trouble is that the real issue has been 
partially obscured by the raising of side issues, 
of which the George bugbear is the chief. 

‘But it should not be forgotten, nor be alowed 
to sink out of the sight of the voters, that the 
election of Mr. Roosevelt, and of Mr. Roosevelt 
alone, means the triumph of reform. His nemi- 
nation is based on the desire for reform, and on 
that only. Last Spring, when the great meeting 
was held in the Academy of Musie to denounce 
the municipal thefts which had recently come to 
light, a Committee of One Hundred was appoint- 
ed to carry out the objects of the meeting. That 
committee considered the question of a Mayor- 
alty candidate long and anxiously, and after 
much deliberation they selected Mr. Roosevelt. 
The Republican Party made the same selection; 
and it is safe to say that with such a backing 
Mr. Roosevelt will have at least 80,000 votes. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s record has already been gone 
over by Mr. Choate and I needn’t allude 
to 1t But his election will not only ac- 
centuate the reforms which he has already 
achieved, but it will. be a _ great aid 
in carrying out others almost as important— 
single-headied commissioners, and the sole and 
absolute power of removal of incompetent and 
corrupt officials by the Mayor. The Democratic 
-arty knows that they are beaten, and they are 
simply using Mr. Hewitt to hold their ranks to- 
gether for another campaign. Mr. George is a 
theorist and nothing more. His doctrines are 
not comprehensible, but some of the working- 
men believe that in some way or other they will 
bring them some material profit, and that ac- 
counts for the support he receives. That sup- 
port, while not enough to elect Mr. George, yet 
will be enough to make Hewitt third in the 
race. [Great applause.]| Mr. Roosevelt’s elec- 
tion is as sure as the rising of the sun onelection 
day.’, {Renewed applause. ] 


DR. CROSBY’S VOTE. 


The Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby entered the 
hall while Mr. Herrick was speaking, and re- 
ceived a hearty welcome from the audience. 
This welcome was renewed when Mr. Acton in- 
troduced him as the nextspeaker. Dr. Crosby 
said: 

“Tam not going to make a political speech. I 
am going to answer the question why I am going 
to vote for Theodore Roosevelt. I have been a 
tepublican since the time of the Fre- 
mont campaign, in 1856, until the pres- 
enc speaking, but I have not been a hide-bound 
one; [ have had mugwumpian tendencies, 
and acted independently when I chose. Es- 
pecially do I believe in independence in munici- 
pal polities. I believe that the national 
party lines should be very little regarded in 
voting for the election of city officials. The only 
criterion to be regarded by the voters should be: 
Are the candidates competent and honest, and 
will they administer the city’s affairs upon 
sound business principles? I voted for Mayor 
Grace. [Loud hisses.] Well, hiss away, I can 
hiss back. I voted for Mayor Grace and should 
do so again were he a candidate, and the very 
reasous which made me vote for Mayor Grace 
cause me now to vote for Theodore Roosevelt. 
{Loud applause. | 

** But, while I do not regard national party di- 
visions In municipal afiairs, I must say that the 
Republican Party of this city is the party which 
has the highest aims and the highest character. 
On the other hand, the Democratic Party is di- 
vided into three factions. The so-called respect- 
able element belongs to the County Democracy; 
the dregs of the County Democracy go to make 
up the Tammany forces, and the dregs of Tam- 
many form Irving Hall. [Leud laughter 
and applause. | There is no danger of the 
election of Henry George. His theories will 
never be adopted by this country, because this 
country is not going to cut its own throat. Be- 
hind Mr. Roosevelt are the patriotic and high- 
minded eitizens of New-York, workingmen and 
professional nen, merchants, mechanics, and 
manufacturers. Behind Mr. Hewitt are Tam- 
many and the County Democracy, the dregs of 
the city and the upholders of corruption.” [Con- 
tinued applause. | 


CLOSING WITH CHEERING WORDS. 

Mr. John EF. Plummer spoke briefly, but 
he made a rattling speech. He said: 

“T stand here as a Republican. [Loud ap- 
plause.} Iam proud of the record of the Repub- 
lican Party. I never felt a qualm of conscience or 
the faintest touch of squeamishness over one of 
its nominees which ever led me to vote anything 
but the Republiean ticket. [Cheers.}] John F, 
Plummer is no mugwump. [Deafening applause 
and three cheers given with a will.] I come be- 
fore you as a simple business man, who has 
been in business in this city since he was 15 
years old, and [ speak to-night in behalf of 
Mr. Roosevelt because [know that this city is 
suffering from the effects of corruption as she 
never suiiered before, A deadly enemy has its 
fangs upon her throat and has bitten till the 
blood has flowed. 

“Thank God if the sight of that blood has 


‘awakened the Republicans of this city to a 


sense of their duty and made them rally as one 
man in behalf of Roosevelt and reform. The 
only thing L have dreaded is the apathy of the 
‘timid good’ Republicans who can’t make up 
their minds what to do. They need a nerve 
tonic good and strong to brace them up. We 
don’t want Hewitt. He is no tonic. [Laugh- 
ter.] L[read this morning a report of a speech 
by Bourke Cockran, last night, in which he lik- 
ened Mr. Roosevelt to a boy who attempted to 
wield a man’s sword in his puny hand. If he is 
a boy, let us have more boys. We don’t need 
men. {Three cheers for the “‘boy.”] I am in 
Javor of Mr. Roosevelt because he is the worthy 
son of a worthy father; because he bas exhibit- 
ed more pluck and capacity than any man this 
city has sent to Albany in this generation, and I 
believe he will make the very best Mayor this 
city has ever had.” {Long and continued ap- 
pliause. | 

The last speaker called upon by the Chairman 
was Jackson 8. Schultz, who was received with 
abundant applause. Mr. Schultz told the assem- 
bly not toexpect much of a speech from him, 
though he had one in him. “ I know somethin 
about reform. [had some dealings with it 15 
years ago. We have another occasion like that 
now, but instead of one Tweed we have one 
hundred. Mr. Hewitt is my friend. I voted for 
him for Congress, and I believe he would be a 
good man tor that position. 

* But here is the man,” pointing at Mr. Roose- 
velt, “for the Mayoralty. I knew Mr. Roose- 
velt’s father and worked side by side 
with him. He was the kind of a man 
that one could admire, but I wouldn't 
vote for Theodore Roosevelt simply because he 
was that man’s son. I shall vote for him on his 
own account. He went to the Legislature and 
accomplished more in one session than all our 
other reformers have in years. And he did it 
alone. Now we want reform. What has been 
said of Mr. Hewitt is true. He must please the 
two factions of his party. Hecan work no re- 
form. That man [pointing to Mr. Roosevelt, 
while the audience rose and cheered] can give us 
what we need, and all the sinecurists in the city 
offices may as well know that here is the man 
who will take their heads off.” 

Mr. Schultz returned to his seat, and the audi- 
ence, cheering him, the candidate, the meeting, 
and feeling in the best humor, kept their places 
pretty well for a dispersed meeting while Mr. 
Roosevelt held a reception on the platform. For 
20 minutes or so he stood there shaking hands. 
Then, as the crowd was still large, his compan- 
ions led him away as the only means of getting 
the hall clear. He was cheered lustily as he 


moved off.

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TALKING IN MANY TOWNS 


MR. BLAINE’S TOUR THROUGH 
PENNSYLVANIA. 

A WET DAY FOR CAMPAIGNING—THE 
DEFEATED CANDIDATE MAKES THE 
TARIFF HIS ONE GREAT ISSUE. 

BELLEFONTE, Penn., Oct. 27.—The Blaine 
party hada dull trip this morning. It rained 
steadily. The train was delayed half an hour 
at the start, and this time was made up when 

Johnstown was reached. Here it was learned 

that there was a land slide on Horse Shoe Bend 

and a freight wreck half a mile further on. Over 
an hour was lost on this account, and when the 
party reached Altoona they were due at Belle- 
fonte, At Altoona Mr. Blaine received a telegram 
that his son, James G. Jr., was following on the 
day express. By a wait of a few minutes at Ty- 
rone, Mr. Blaine, Jr., was enabled to overtake 
the special and joined the party. Mf. Blaine was 
called upon to say something at Tyrone, but 
merely bowed to the hundred or more persons 
who had assembled. As to the fine weather of 
last week and the miserable outlook for this trip 

Mr. Blaine says: “ We will have to take tat and 

lean as it comes.” Bellefonte was reached at 

1:20. The meeting was held in the public square 

and the assemblage numbered about 6,000 peo- 

ple. Mr. Blaine said: 


It seems to me to be a work of supererogation for 
me to come to Bellefonte to speak in favor of Gen. 
Beaver, and it seems to me a work of supererogation 
forme to come to Pennsylvania to speak in favor 
of a protective tariff. [Applause.] I came at some 
yersonal inconvenience to say to the Republicans of 
Pennsylvania that they are in a different situation 
from any that they have occupied since the protective 
tariff was enacted in 1861. For the first time in the 
history of the protective tariff the Administration of 
the National Government is hostile toit. For the 
first time in 25 years the weight, the influence, the 
patronage of the National Government are against 
a protective tariff. and I came to say _ to 
ycu, fellow-Republicans of Pennsylvania, that 
as in every crisis of the past when that question 
was at stake, you bore the heat and burden of the 
day, so now you haveimposed upon you an additional 
burden, an increased responsibility to give such an 
expression against adverse influences as shall leave 
no doubt within the United States of the immovable 
character of Pennsylvania onthe question. If Penn. 
sylvania falters, if she falls back oue inch on that 
question, you cannot measure the adverse influence 
upon other States. Do not, therefore. slacken 
in your efforts. Do not, therefore, I pray you, 
consider this an off year. You are to choose 28 
members of the House of Representatives; you are 
to choose a Legislature which in turn will choose 
a United States Senator; and remember above all, 
the high water mark of your popular intiuence to be 
registered in the vote which you give for your own 
gallant townsman and fellow-citizen, Gen. Beaver. 
{Applause.] The occasion, therefore, is one of no or- 
dinary signification. The duty which is imposed on 
you is no ordinary duty. We felt that way in 
Maine, and I am commissioned by the Republicans 
of that, my adopted State, to say to you as Repub- 
licans of this, my native§State—[applause ]—that as 
you go we will go. (Applause.] The trouble about 
Pennsylvania is that you are too rich, [Laughter.] 
It you had to work harder to live you would know 
what other States do with rocky soils and harsh 
climate. [Applause.] You have, in the first place, 
the best supply of coal; you have the best sup- 
ply of iron; you have an enormous supply 
of oil, and again, on the top of all, you 
have an immense supply of natural gas, 
sufficient to set the world on fire. [Applanuse.] With 
all these resources, in addition to the richest of soils 
and the most salubrious of climates, you should be 
satisfied and happy. Itis no credit to you that you 
have these, but it will be a discredit to you which 
you can never wipe out 1f you give up these im- 
mense advantages. This is all I came here to say. 
I came here simply to give you that warning, and to 
ask you as trustees to do your duty by all the States 
of the Union, Sustain your representatives in Con- 
gress, and do ail you can to aid the Republican 
Party.” 


WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., Oct. 27.—At Lock 
Haven Mr. Blaine repeated substantially what 
he said at Bellefonte. At Williamsport Mr. 
Blaine said: 


“As I approached your town and saw the pine 
logs and the booms in the Susquehanna I thought I 
was back in Maine. (Laughter.}] I felt that, aside 
from the general sympathy the political men of 
Maine have for those of Pennsylvania, I felt 
that. there must be an _ especial sympathy 
between the people _in the Valley of the 
Kennebec and the Valley of the Susque- 
hanna. We have our pines and we have our 
booms and our logs, and if we had no other reason 
in the world other than the thousand and one rea- 
sons which we have for opposing the Democratic 
Party we should oppose it for struggling in the 
last session of Congress, and struggling bard. to let 
in Canadian lumber tree of duty. [Appiause.] 
Gentlemen, taking off all the duty on pine Inmber, 
taking off the duty on all forms of lumber, taking off 
every form of duty from every form of product 
of raw material from the Canadian Provinces, 
and leaving England to supply Canada with all her 
manufactures, is an industrial policy worthy of the 
Democratic Administration. Some time since one 
of the eminent men in Canada asked me to use what 
little influence I possessedin Maine to urge upon 
our people the propriety of a reciprocity treaty, 
which, it was understood, he said, our Minister was 
negotiating at the Court of St. James. I asked how 
it would do to make a clean thing of it and let 
into the United States everything they produced 
free of duty, and everything we produced be let into 
Canada free of duty? But no, he said, that would 
interfere with England, (Laughter.] I said, if I 
understand you correctly, the idea then is this, 
Canada has no manufactures and plenty of raw 
materials, and England has no raw materials and 
plenty of manufactures, and the United States is ex- 
pected to bea kind of obedient pack horse for the 
convenience of both. [Laughter.] And that we will 
let in Canada lumber, Canada coal, Canada hay, 
Canada potatoes, and other products free ef duty. 
And I said, will you let in our cottons and our pro- 
ducts of leather, and our iron, and our steel, and the 
thousand and one others of our products! He 
answered: I don’t think England would agree to 
that. [Laughter.] in the reciprocity treaty with 
Canada in 1854, 38 articles were embraced; 34 or 35 
of them were imported, and five or possibly only 
four could be exported to Canada, and when they 
came to form their tariff these articles were placed 
on the free list. They were articles which they 
could not produce but which they wanted, so they 
could manufacture from these raw materials, cot- 
ton, tobacco, &e. The repeal of the protective tarilf 
will result to the advantage of the importers and the 
people who have a large income, which they have 
earned by business in this country, and desire the 
privilege of buying everything they buy in Enu- 
rope. Take those two classes and winnow 
out from them all party interests and all party 
ee and you have wellnigh unanimous opin- 
ons in the North in favor of a protective tariff, 
There comes in the precise stumbling-block. The 
difficulty is in winnowing them out—winnowing 
out those who have party interests and party 
prejudices. The difficulty is aud has _ been, 
it 1 may speak frankly, in haying the Democratic 
Party make a fair and open issue of the case. 
Nothing in the last 40 years have they been willing 
to do in this direction; never in the last 40 years has 
the Democratic Party been willing togssume in a 
popular election the attitude which its*representa- 
tives assumed in Congress. It has always been 
thus—nothing but insincerity and evasion.” 

Lewisburg, the home of Mr. Wolfe, the Prohi- 
bition candidate for Governor, was reached at 
5:20, an hour behind the programme. An audi- 
ence of about 3,000 people was assembled in 
Musie Hall. The meeting was au all-afternoon 
affair, addresses being made by Mr. Davis, can- 
didate for Lieutenant-Governor, and others. The 
enthusiasm was at its pitch when Mr. Blaine ar- 
rived at the hall. He spoke as follows: 


“The political contest in Pennsylvania this year 
bears a very striking analogy tothat which we closed 
in Maine in September. We hada Republican Party 
in the field, we hada Democratic oes | in the field, 
and we had a third party in the field professing a 
special devotion to the doctrine of prohibition. Maine 
has been a prohibition State for 30 years, and the 
third party of Prohibitionists in this country seemed 
to think they had particular patent right upon 
all temperance topics, and they came to Maine to 
persuade us, a prohibitory State, that the Repub- 
lican Party had better be dispossessed of power and 
the cause of temperance handed over to the tender 
mercies and kind care of the Democratic Party. 
I find the same condition of things in this State, 
with the exception that Pennsylvania has never 
pronounced in favor of prohibition; but we 
lind a third party organized for this pur- 
s0se, and with the declared intention of defeat. 
ng the Republican Party and of bringing the Dem- 
ocratic Party into pqwer. Now, whatever you may 
think, whatever I may think, or whatever any one 
else may think, as to the expediency or inexpedi- 
ency of prohibition, we will all agree that the one 
party in the United States which has never done 
anything for the cause of temperance is the Demo- 
cratic Party. [{Applause.]) And here in Penn- 
sylvania, as efore in Maine, the third 
party organized especially to promote temper- 
ance works, obviously to the end of 
throwing it all over in the control of its natural, in- 
herited, and perpetual enemies “of temperance. The 
laboring men of this State and of the Northern 
States are about entering on another question. They 
are about entering on a question of great and im- 
pressive magnitude—that is with the power 
of the National Government in the hands 
of the Democratic Party there is no pos- 
sible hope for the rise or progress of near- 
ly 2,000,000 of colored laborers in the South. 
They give them no vote, they give them no voice, 
they give them nointiuence. They keep them liv- 
ing in nuts on starvation wages, and they are hurry- 
ing them by the millions into competition 
with Northern men. [Applause.] Now if the 
Democratic Party holds the Government of this 
country, and keeps that labor as servile as it was 
whep the chains ot slavery were fastened upon it, its 
competition with the white labor of this country will 
grow more and more fierce, and more and more will 
they have to confront this direct and important 
truth, that either that great mass of laborers in the 
South must be raised in the scale of intelligence 
and compensation or they: will pull down Northern 
men to their level of wages. Lapotnaes-) There- 
fore I say and I dwell upon it as the one idea 
which I may hope to leave for your retiec- 
tion, that the contest for free labor in this 
country or for adequate compensation to labor in 
this country is going to be more fierce between the 
South and the North and between the Republican 
and Democratic Parties than it has been for the last 
quarter of a century, and if the white laboring men 
ofthe North are not ss to engage in a con- 
test on the side of gowc wages and pros- 
perous times then the battle against them is 
hopeless. And then to them will come the inevitable, 
the downward equalization of labor between the 
colored labor of the South and the millions of white 
workingmen in the North. Now, these millions in 
the North—and everybody is a.workingman in the 
North—if they resolve to do it, can control the polic 
of this Government with no greater effort than hand- 
ling a small piece of paper, and if they 
are not willing to handie that smail piece 
of paper with its great potency, its mighty power, 
so as to protect themselves and their children, 
they will look in vain for others to do it. Gentlemen, 
this is no catchword of a campaign; itis no mere re- 
source of political necessity; itis not the cry of a 
party defeated or of a party that expects to be victo- 
rious. It is a solemn, undeniable industrial fact. 
Pray retlect upon it.” 


At Sunbury the train stopped only afew min- 
utes. Mr. Blaine was taken tothe opera house, 
where there was an audience of about 1.000. He 
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oye ay them very briefly amd hurried back to 
the train. 

At Shamokin Mr. Blaine spoke from the balco- 
ny of the hotel to over 5, people. He said: 

“The question of the future, the highest question 
for legislators, is that every possible conflict that 
may arise between capital and labor be- adjusted 
upon the basis of fair dealing, of mutual jusgice, 
and mutual forbearance. don’t propose” the 
quackery of saying here and now how it should 
be done, but this I do say and know, that the party 
whose policy raises up a rivalry of 2,000,000 of col- 
ored workmen in the South, at 60 and 70 cents 
a day, is not the party to which the inter- 
ests of white labor can be intrusted. [Ap- 
plause.] IdosayandI doknow that mining ceal in 
Virginia and in Tennessee and in other States 
with colored labor, ground down to the point of 
four pounds of bacon and a little cornmeal for a 
week’s rations, is notthe kind of labor which the 
white men of Pennsylvania are willing te live un- 
der, [appianse,} and I charge that the policy 
of the Democratic Party, with its free trade and 
its grinding of the faces of the poor throtgh- 
out the South, has that tendency, and the first 
duty of every friend of a protective tariff, the first 
duty of every man that believesina full day’s pay 
for a full day’s work is to stand for a protective tariff 
and vote against the Democratic Party, [applanse,} 
which is the constant, unvarying enemy of a pro- 
tective tariff, act upon it, vote upon it.” 

The Blaine tour for to-day was concluded at 
Pottsville this evening with the grandest recep- 
tion he bas had in this State. The train ran into 
the station af just 9 o’clock, having passed sev- 
eral towns on the road where illuminations had 
been arranged. Atthe Court House the crowd 
overpowered the police at the private entrance 
and the doors were shut, leaving half the Blaine 
party outside. Of the 10,000 people who par- 
ticipated in the demonstration only about 1,500 
were able to get into the building. Mr. Blaine 
was immediately introduced and spoke at some 
length. He also briefly addressed an overflow 
meeting held in Union Hall. Mr. Blaine leaves 
this city to-morrow morning at 8 o'clock and 
will speak at Tamaqua, Mauch Chunk, Hazleton,

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CONVICT FRANCOIS TESTIFIES. 


THE TRIAL OF THE 
FPORGERS IN OHIO. 
Cotumsus, Ohio, Oct. 27.—The court 
room in which the men arrested for complicity 
in the tally-sheet forgeries are being tried was 
densely packed this morning, and owing to the 
fact that a number of witnesses have 
been insulted as they left the room 
Justice Freitchey directed that it be cleared. 
The defense strongly objected to this, and 
finally the crowd was allowed to remain, 
but informed that any demonstration made 
would be considered sufficient cause to clear the 
room of all spectators. The greatest interest 
was manifested when Convict Francis was 
brought in. He was accompanied by three 
guards and the Warden of the Penitentiary. 
He gave his testimony of the part he 
took in forging the tally sheets one 
year ago, and in every respect corroborated 
what convict Thomas testifled to on Monday. 
He was severely questioned by ex-Congress- 
could not be shaken. His 
testimony was sneh as tocreate a profound 
Sensation. He told of the visit of ex-Pro- 
secuting Attorney Montgomery and Gran- 
ville, an ex-convict, and now one of the de- 
fendants, to the penitentiary. and how 
he had been told that they wished him to do 
some work on official papers. ‘Three bottles of 
ink were brought and given to bim by Mr. 
Montgomery, so as to enable him to select 
one that would correspond with that used upon 
the papers. He had practiced making the 
figures on papers. These were submitted by the 

prosecuting attorney as evidence. 

The witness further testified that Guard Horn 
told him that Clerk Joyce was to leave the safe 
unlocked, and that the night watchman was to 
take out the papers on Saturday night. 
The papers were brought and he was taken 
to the female department, where he 
met the then prosecuting attorney; _ his 
brother, the physician; Mr. Young, the 
Democratic candidate for the Legislature, and 
Deputy Warden Marriott. The work on the 
tally-skeet commenced that night, Guard Horn 
and another convict besides himself being at 
work. Francis claims that he did the gfeater 
portion of the work, especially in changing 
the figures 208 to 508, while others did 
the footing, and extended the figures, 
He referred to erasures of certain figures and the 
scratching of others witha knife.

AN AGREEMENT WITH SPAIN. 


i 
THE PRESIDENT ISSUES A PROCLAMA- 


TION REVOKING HIS FORMER ORDER. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The President hag 
undone the work he recently did when he re- 
voked President Arthur's proclamation to carry 


out the reciprocal arrangement between Spain 
and the United States, by which vessels of both 
countries were to enjoy exemption from differ- 
ential duties. The result is attributed to the 
prompt action of the State Department in advis- 
ing a revocation as soon as it was found that 
the Spanish Government was not disposed to 
enforce the terms of the original agreement, 
It was evidently assumed that the agreement 
would be allowed to stand during a long diplo- 
matic controversy, Spain in the meantime en. 
joying the privileges in American ports which 
she was unwilling to extend to Ainerican vessels 
in Spanish ports. There is some doubt still 
amoug persons who are familiar with Cuban 
affairs as to whether Spain will be able to force 
the Cubans to comply with an arrangement 
which will reduce the fees of customs officers. 
The attempt to carry out the agreement will be 
made again by the United States, in the hope 
that this time the Spanisn authorities will accept 
the offer as one thatis intended to benetit both 
sides, and not to be enjoyed by one side aione, 
The President's proclamation is as follows: 

By the President of the United States of America: 

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas, Satisfactory proof has been given to m4 
by the Government of Spain that no discriminating 
duties of tonnage or imposts are imposed or levied in 
the islands of Cuba and Porto Rico upon vessels 
wholly belonging to citizens of the United States, or 
upon the produce, manufactures, or merchandise im- 
ported in the same from the United States or from 
any foreign country; and 

Whereas, Notification of such abolition of discrim. 
inating duties of tonnage and imposts as aforesaid 
has been given to me by a memorandum of agree- 
ment signed this day in the city of Washington, be. 
tween the Secretary of State of the United States 
and the Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary of her Majesty the Queen Regent of Spain, 
accredited to the Government of the United States 
of America; 

Now, therefore, I, Grover Cleveland, President of 
the United States of America, by virtue of the au- 
thority vested in me by section 4,228 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, do hereby declare 
and oe that from and after the date of this my 
proclamation, being also the date of the notification 
received as aforesaid, the foreign discriminating 
duties of tonnage and impost within the United 
States are suspended and discontinued, so far as re- 
spects the vessels of Spain. and the produce, mann- 
factures, or merchandise imported in said vessels 
into the United States from the Islands of Cuba and 
Porto Rico or from any other foreign country;

GENERALTELEGRAPH NEWS 


DAMAGED BY THE ELEVATED. 
PROPERTY OWNERS DEFEND JUDGMENTS 
BEFORE THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


ALBANY, Oct. 27.—The appeals of the 
New-York elevated roads from judgments 
against them for damages to property occupied 
the entire session of the Court of Appeals to-day, 
and the arguments will be concluded to-morrow 
by David Dudley Field. George Lahr and Emily 
Waguer, owning property on Amity (now West 
Third) street, New-York, claimed that its value 
was impaired by the construction of the Metro- 
politan Elevated Road through that street, and 
obtained judgments of $1,957 50 and $3,841 38 
respectively, in local courts. From the affirm- 
ance of the General Term the elevated roads ap- 
pealed. Julien T. Davies and Edward 8. Rapalio 
appeared, with Mr. Field, for the company, and 
Inglis Stuart and G. Willett Van Nest for the 
property owners. : : 

Mr. Stuart claimed that as abutting owner his 
client had an easement rightin West Third or 
Amity street to light, air, and access. Ascer- 
tainiig the value of the loss of these easements, 
he held that the differences in value of the prem- 
ises without the erection of the structure and 
operation of the railway in front of them and 
the value of the same at the beginning of this 
action, with the erection of the structure and 
operation of the railway in front of them, is the 
measure of damage. In regard to the theory of 
the elevated company that the use of the line 
was a street use of the structure, he maintained 


that the road did not lie within the description | 


laid down in the surface cases as being 
a street use. Tho use of the structure 
was not a street use so far as to draw a distino- 
tion between the running of trains and the 
structure itself. The action stood in the place 
of a condemnation proceeding. The rule in this 
State considers both the railroad and its opera- 
tions in such proceedings. In these cases there 
was to be but one recovery, which would pre- 
vent any further claim. Industries lawful in 
themselves are subjects for damages when they 
injure others, and it is for the jury to say when 


they do and when they do not. The rule in other | 


Ktates and in England is the samo as our rule. 
In England a railroad or other public work is 
hable to make compensation for the deteriora- 
tion in the value of property caused by smoke, 
loss of privacy, jarring, and increase of dust and 
noise, and any interferences with the easement 
of access. It was proper, Mr. Stuart thought, 
to sue for the permaxuent damages, and not tor 
the daily loss. 

Mr. Rapallo, for the company, argued that the 
plaintifis had failed to prove that the placing of 
the railroad structure in the street was a use of 
the street in excess of its legitimate street use, 
and have submitted no evidence of the amount 
of damage intiicted by the alleged partial de- 
struction of the easement of light, air, and ac- 
cess. He maintained that no evidence should 
have been admitted as to the annoyance due to 
the noise of the cars and the emission or gas, 
odors, cinders, &¢c., from the locomotives, and 
no damage occasioned thereby should have been 
recovered, because the property owners had no 
property right in the street, consisting of a right 
or easement appurtenant to the land, to have 
the street free from noise, or to have pure and 
unpolluted air firnished from the street, and 
that no damages should have been given for the 
running of trains, because that was a legitimate 
street use of the streets. 


JUDGE LAZARUS AT FAULT. 

BUT THE GRAND JURY ACQUIT HIM OF 
CRIMINAL MOTIVES. 

NEw-ORLEANS, Oct. 27.—The Grand Jury 
brought in yesterday a special report in the case 
of the Hon. Henry L. Lazarus, Judge of the Civil 
District Court under an appointment by the 
Governor. They say they have been for some 
time investigating allegations that Lazarus 
has been guilty of serious crimes in the 
matter of his connection with the 
succession of N. Quiazzaro, while that succes- 
sion was pending before his court. After thor- 
ough investigation they find, in brief, that funds 
were withdrawn by the Judge’s order from their 
custodian to be invested in bonds of a certain 
class, but the Receiver has never received the 
bonds, nor nave they been registered 
as required by law. They say that 
the cvidenecs clearly proves Judge Lazarus, 
in the above and in other instances, to have 
been guilty of gross irregularities and most 
reprehensible neglect of very plain duties; yet 
it fuils entirely to prove any criminal intent on 
his part or that his acts were not based upon 
what he, in his judgment, considered to be the 
most expedient and the right thing to do 
in the interests of the minor in _ this 
succession. That the sequel has shown his 
judgment in some instances to have been sadly 
at fault is a fact sincerely to be regretted, but 
scarcely sufficient cause for a criminal prosecu- 
tion. However, the Grand Jury feel con- 
strained to say it is their opinion that 
the explanation given by Judgo Lazarus 
himself of his disposition of the money paid 
intu his own hands, which explanation was cor- 
roborated by two eye witnesses, does notin any 
way exonervte him from the moral responsibility 
that he bears to the minor in this succession. 

Judge Lazarus is a New-Yorker, who came here 
some 15 years ago and _ became the law partner 
of the Hon. James B. Eustis, United States Sen- 
ator. Heis insome respects regarded as the 
best read lawyer at the bar.

ranized wickedness is so _ alarming as to 
demand combined action.

DEATH OF EX-JUDGE SCATES. 

CuicaGco, Oct. 27.—Ex-Judge Walter B. 
Beates died at his residence in Evanston, 
pB suburb of Chicago, on Tuesday, of pa- 
ralysis, Judge Scates was 78 years old. 
He was born at South Barton, Va. but 
spent the earlier years of his life in Kentucky. 
He was admitted to the Bar in 1831, and settled 
at Frankfort, Il. While still a young man he 


became Attorney-General of the State, and in 
1836 was appointed by the Legislature a Justice 
of the Supreme Court. He held this office until 
1847, when he resigned. Upon the resignation 
of Lyman Trumbull, in 1853, he was again 
placed on the Supreme Court bench, but again 
resigned four years later. In 1862 he was com- 
missioned as Major in the United States Army, 
and designated to the staff of Gen. McClellan, 
with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. Before the 
close of the war he was made Assistant Adjutant- 
General, with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and served until 1866, when he was mustered 
out and brevetted Brigadier-General. Upon his 
return to Chicago at the end of the war he prac- 
ticed law until he was appointed Collector of 
Customs by President Johnson. He was re- 
woved from this position in 1869 by President 
Grant.

In view 
of the radical difference of opinion concerning 
the present election now held by THE NEW-YorkK 
TIMES and LHvening Posi—the two newspapers 
which have been most in accord in this city on 
political subjects for the last four years at least— 
a brief review of the Campbell-Edson and Grace- 
Grant contests will perhaps assist the doubtful 
voter in deciding whether he is best serving the 


interests of the city this year in voting for Mr. | 


Roosevelt or Mr. Hewitt. 

Having taken an active interest in each of these 
camprigns I have a very distinct recollection 
not only of how they were conducted, but of the 
principles which the Citizens’ Committees in 
their addresses to the public insisted should gov- 
a the independent voter in bis selection of can- 

idates. 

In 1882, before Mr. Edson received the joint 
nomination for Mayor, it was hoped and ex- 
pected thatif Allan Campbell could get the in- 
dorsement of the independent voters he would 
be nominated by the County Democrats. A few 
days before Mr. Edson’s nomination, at a meet- 
ing held at the house of Mr. D. Willis James, a 
committees of 21 was appointed to take whatever 
steps night be necessary to urge Mr. Campbell’s 
nomination upon the County Democracy, the 
idea being that there would be no union between 
the Democratic factions. The County Demo- 
crats, however, succeeded in stultifying them- 
selves in the eyes of all honest citizens by unit- 
ing with Tammany Hall in the nomination of 
Franklin Edson, the business men’s candidate. 

It will be remembered how the Committee of 
Twenty-One was paralyzed by this nomination, 
and how several of its members withdrew on 
the plea that Mr. Edson’s character was so pure 
and irreproachable that it was the duty of every 
honest man te vote for him, and that the two 


Democratic organizations deserved the thanks of || 


the community for uniting upon such a worthy 
citizen, and but for the strenuous exertions of a 
few of the younger men, there would have been 
no Citizens’ Committee that year. 

But the Evening Post and Tue Tries and the 
Staats-Zeitung cried out louder than ever for con- 
certed action on the part of the citizens, and the 
Committee of Fifty came into existence. This 
committee included among its members a num- 
ber of life-long Democrats, of whom Oswald Ot- 
tendorfer was 2 good specimen, who one and all 
denounced the action of the County Democracy 
in yielding to Tammany Hall, and insisted that 
no matter how pure-minded and honest Mr, Ed- 
son might be, his nomination being the result of 
a bargain or deal, was necessarily tainted with 
suspicion. Thisis what the Committee of Fitty 
said on that point in its address to the voters of 
New-York: 

“ Although they have put a respectable man at the 
head of their ticket he will have to rebel against his 
makers to subordinate their interests to the inter- 
ests of the city. And the rest of the placeson his 
ticket are openly distributed among the different 
factions.”

of the Committee of Fifty, and has been the 
text of the independent press of the city for in- 
numerable sermons ever since. Well, was the 


prophecy of the Comittee of Fifty true? Did | 


Franklin Edson, the author of Rollin M. Squire, 
make a good Mayor? Ask the Evening Post. 

In 1884, again, the most strenuous eliorts were 
made to bring about a union, but in vain. The 
Citizens’ Committee again cane to the front and 
nominated Mr. Grace on the old platform of 

882. He wasindorsed by the County Democ- 
racy, (against its will, as everybody remembers,) 
but on a platform which not only denounced 
Tammany Hall, but all deals which had thereto- 
fore been made or which might hereafter be 
made by that corrupt body. And again the in- 
dependent press of this city, including the Siaats- 
Zeitung and the Lvening Post, supported the plat- 
form’and preached again the same old sermons 
from the same old text. Well, Mr. Grace got 


over 90,000 votes, nearly half of which cameo | 
from independent voters, many of whom were | 


Republicans. 

This brings us to 1886. Three weeks ago the 
situation was about as follows: The George 
movement had made such inroads into the Tam- 
many Hall yote that its leaders were completely 
demoralized, and wereat alossto know which 
way toturn. The County Democrats, with Mr. 
Grace’s record as a platform, and “no union 
with Tammany” as a motto, were ina position 
to repeat their victory of 1884. At this juncture 
Tammany, asa dernier ressort, springs Mr. Hewitt 
upon the community. 

This, as a prominent Tammany man said the 
other day, “knocked the Counties silly.” The 
leaders seemed to lose their heads, and in the 
New-Amsterdam Club, where for weeks before 
the cry of no union with Tammany had resound- 
ed, there began to be heard whispered talks of 
what the union slate would be. The result is 
only too well known, The ‘ Counties,” having 
been knocked silly, remain so. To the inde- 
pendent voter, who had hoped better things 
from the County Democracy, the result was dis- 
heartening; for, instead of accepting Mr. Hewitt 
and naming a straight ticket of its own, it fell 
into Tammany’s trap, and in spite of the teach- 
ings of 1882 and 1884, and in the face of its 
own declarations concerning theinfamy of deals, 


proceeded to make as outrageous a bargain with | 


Tammany as was ever consummated. 

And now, with the stench of this deal fresh in 
our nostrils, and with the warnings of 1882 and 
1884 still ringingin our ears, and directly against 
our conscience and better judgment, we, inde- 
pendent voters, are asked not only by the County 
Democracy leaders, but by the Evening Post lead- 
ers, to vote for Mr. Hewitt. Noton high moral 
grounds. Oh,no. Simply to beat Henry George. 
And the Post asks us to do this not because the 
Republican candidate is unworthy of our sup- 
port; not because Mr. Roosevelt is not the choice 
of the best elements of the Republican Party; 
not because there is danger of Henry George’s 
election, but because Mr. Hewitt, the result of a 
deal no less wicked than the Edson deal of 1882, 
is likely to receive the largest number of votes.

A LADY’S MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


ACCUSATIONS OF FOUL PLAY MADE 
AGAINST A DOCTOR. 
MONTREAL, Oct. 27.—The city was 
startled to-day by the death of Mrs. Fannie 


| Ward, a wealthy widow, under very mysterious 


circumstances. It appears that Mrs. Ward had 


| disposed of her property on the death of her hus- 


band, and gone with her daughter to live at the 
Turkish Bath Institute. On the 18th inst. sho 
went to consult Dr. Crevier, and did not return, 
but her daughter received a letter from 
her saying that she was staying with 
a friend. On Friday night, about 12 


o’clock, Dr. Crevier called at the institute 
and stated that Mrs, Ward was at his placo 
very illand wanting to see the manager. The 


| latter replied that he would see her in the morn- 
| ing. Twohours afterward a cab drove to the 
| door, and Mrs. Ward was found therein in a con- 


dition of great disorder, distress, and excite- 
ment. Sheexclaimed: ‘Oh God! I have been 
poisoned and kidnaped.” The driver, being 


| questioned, said he was driving along Beaver 
| Hall when he heard a woman in a carriage 


which was passing shrieking for help. He 
stopped the carriage, and found a man and 
@ woman holding Mrs. Ward back in 


; the seat. He accused them of having 


drugged and ill treated her, and said they were 
taking her to an improper house. The driver 


| then lifted her out and drove her home in his 


hack. Every care was bestowed on her, but she 
died at an early hour this morning. She re- 
tained consciousness tothe last, but was not 
able to give a clear narrative of the events which 
occurred from the time she left the institute 
until her return. 

Dr. Crevier denies that he drugged or ill 


| treated the woman as alleged. He says she 


came to hishouse and asked to be allowed to 


| stay there as she was sick. He gave her mor- 


phine as a sedative, but Mme. Crevier was 
always with her. On Friday night Mrs. Ward 
became worseand she expressed a desire to be 
conveyed to Dr. McBean at the Turkish Bath 
Institute. Dr. Crevier endeavored to persuade 
her not to go, telling her that in her condition 
the removal might lead to her death. The lady 
replied that she would go on foot if he would 
not get her a carriage. About 1 o’clock on Sat- 
urday morning, Dr. Crevier, Mme. Crevier, and 
Mrs. Ward got into a carriage and were driven 
toward the institute. At the top of Beaver 
Hall Hill the lady leaped up, screamed, and in- 
sisted that she was betrayed. 

Dr. McBean reported the facts to the author- 
ities and the Coroner is holding an inquest.

THE CATHOLIO UNIVERSITY. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 27.—A meeting of the 
Catholic University Board was held to-day at 
the Cardinal’s palace. There were present Car- 
dinal Gibbons, Archbishops Williams, Ryan, and 
Corrigan; Bishops Spalding, Keane, Ireland, and 
Marty; Mgr. Farley, the Rev. Drs. Foley and 
Chapelle, and Messrs. E. Waggaman, Eugene 
Kelly, and Michael Jenkins. Cardinal Gibbons 
presided. The plans for the university were 
discussed fully and many minor details ar- 


ranged, A letter was prepared, addressed to 
the Pope, asking his Holiness to bless and ap- 
prove the new institution, and supmitting de- 
tails of studies, discipline, organization, &c., 
also one to the Cardinal Prefect of the Propa- 
ganda, which was of asimilar tenor. They were 
intrusted tothe Right Rev. Bishops Keane, of 
Richmond, and Ireland, of St. Paul, who will 
carry them to Rome, sailing from New-York 
next Saturday. The messengers of the Council 
will spend three months in Europe, during which 
time they will visit all the noted universities 
and confer with the most distinguished students 
in regard to the formation of a corps of Pro- 
fessors. Archbishop Williams, of Boston, and 
Bishop Keane, of Richmond, were authorized to 
make contracts for the building, to be commenced 
next Spring, the plans for which have already 
been prepared. It was stated at the conference 
that $500,000 had been subscribed in aadition 
to Miss Caldwell’s original contribution of $300,- 
000. Archbishops Elder, of Cincinnati; Ken- 
rick, of St. Louis, and Solpointe, of New-Mexico, 
have arrived in the city and will, with the Arch- 
bishops already here, hold a conference to-mor- 
row, when itis understood that the Knights of 
Labor will be the subject of discussion.

A PLAGUE AMONG GEESE. 
From the London Daily News. 


The Vossische Zeitung lately mentioned a 
plague that is affecting whole flocks of geese. A 
correspondent of that paper writes on the sub- 
ject: ‘‘Concluding from tho few signs to be ob- 


tained, this is no new plague, but the terrible 
sickness known among breeders by the name of 
‘fowl cholera,’ ‘fowl typhus,’ or ‘fowl plague.’ 
It is the most deadly of all diseases that afflict 
the domestic feathered tribes, attacks ducks and 
turkeys as well as geese, but seldom pigeons. 
It is caused by the absorption of fungus spores 
into the blood, and the course of the 
disease is so rapid that the animal is 
believed by the ignorant to have been poisoned. 
The sick bird will, however, often take food up 
to tho moment of death. Careful observation 
proves the following symptoms: Diarrhea, 
quick respiration, dizziness, watery eyes, a glassy 
slime in the beak, and in death the head isdrawn 
backwards or down upon the breast. The epi- 
demic breaks out by the birds taking food that is 
infected with microbes, and on its appearance it 
is necessary to keep all drinking and feeding 
vessels perfectly clean, to burn the dung of the 
birds, and to kill and burn those which have 
been first attacked, and separate the healthy 
ones, confiding their care to one person.”

THE MAYORS APPOINTMENTS. 

The sole hope of the spoils politicians of 
the united Democracy 1s in electing their 
candidate for Mayor. Their hold on the 
Government under the old system has been 
shaken off, thanks to THEODORE ROOSE- 
TELT’S successful fight to take from the 
Aldermen the power of confirmation. As 
we have repeatedly pointed out, the concen- 
tration of power in the hands of the Mayor 
involves dangers as great as the benetlits it 
confers. Everything depends on the choice 
of Mayor. The spoilsmen know this full 
as wellas the honest citizens, and they are 
straining every nerve to secure their ends in 
that direction. They are too shrewd by far 
to put up one of their own number openly 
committed to their purposes. They knew, 
long before nominations were made, that 
any such step on their part would lead to 
certain defeat. What the Democratic spoils- 
men, particularly those of Tammany Hall, 
were afraid of was that Mr. GRAcE would 
be put in the field again, for they knew that 
if he were, no matter by whom, he would 
receive an overwhelming majority which no 
efforts of theirs could prevent. They knew 
also that with him, or any one like him, in 
the Mayor’s office their occupation would be 
completely gone. It was for these combined 
reasons that they hastened to nominate Mr. 
HEWITT, and the acceptance of the nomina- 
tion by that gentleman was the greatest 
triumph they had up to that time achieved. 
Their game was a shrewd one and the 
prize was great. On the one side there was 
the certainty of their losing all hope of gain 
or of influence in the City Government if a 
man of Mr. Gracr’s character became 
Mayor for another term.

And how would it be with 
an apparently subordinate, but really equal- 
ly important. matter, the control of the 
=nunicipal Civil Service Board, which, under 
Mayor GRACE has been, as under Mr. RoosE- 
VELT it would be, a trustworthy agency 
for the enforcement of the merit system to 
the bafiling of the schemes of the politi- 
cians? This is a question which the Tam- 
many managers, and those who sympathized 
with them, fully considered before the nom- 
ination was offered to Mr. Hewitt, and the 
consequences of the acceptance of that nom- 
ination were fully understood by all con- 
cerned init. This fact of itself is one that 
every careful and honest citizen must take 
into account in seeking to reach a safe con- 
clusion as to the probable course of the 
appointments in the hands of Mr. HEwitT 
or in those of Mr. Rooseveit. Unfort- 
unately for the former there are perfectly 
well known facts alteady made certain the 
significance of which cannot be misunder- 
stood. 

It is known, for instance, that the accept- 
ance of the nomination by Mr. Hewitt 
saved Tammany from surrender or defeat. 
It is known that it made the union of all 
honest voters on Mr. GRACE impracticable. 
It is known that it demoralized the County 
Democracy and forced that organization 
into a deal with Tammany, and thus undid 
the work of years in the attempted purifica- 
tien of the Democratic Party of New-York. 
It is known that this acceptance by Mr. 
Hewitt was his part of a plan that gave 
Tammany a share of the most important 
elective offices in the city, which, with his 
approval, it bestowed on such men as Du- 
GRO, SLEVIN, and Sprnoua. It is plain that 
on this known record of facts the faith of 
the Tammany spoilsmenin Mr. HEwitT is 
“the substance of things hoped for, the evi- 
dence of things not seen.” If we rest our 
own conclusions on this we cannot avoid 
the inference that they will fare as well in 
proportion in the future as they have fared 
up to the present time, and that the inter- 
ests of the city will be as little regarded in 
the future by all parties to this scheme as 
they havealready been. The obvious course 
of safety is to intrust the office of Mayor to 
a man who has indulgedinno such dalliance 
with the spoilsmen, whose reputation for 
firmness, sagacity, experience, and consist- 
ency is far better than Mr. Hewitt’s, who is 
able and determined to administer the office 
of Mayor without regard to the claims of 
party or of politicians. Suchaman unques- 
tionably is Mr. THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

LEAVE IT TO THE PEOPLE. 

The Albany Argus, which has taken the 
lead in opposing a constitutionalfconven- 
tion, favors the appointment of a commis- 
sion to do the work of revising the Consti- 
tution, mainly on the ground that it will be 
This is a method which is 
not provided for or recognized in the pres- 
ent Constitution of the State. A commis- 
sion would have to be provided for by the 
Legislature and appointed by the Governor, 
unless indeed the Legislature should go 
so far as to name the members itself, 
which it would doubtless have the right 
to do. In either case it would not di- 
rectly represent the people, and there 
would be great danger that motives would 
enter into the selection which ought not to 
control in such an important proceeding as 
the revision of the organic law of the State. 
Then the utmost that a commission could 
do would be to frame separate amendments, 
which would have to be passed upon by two 
Legislatures having a different composition 
in both branches before being submitted to 
a vote of the people. This would defeat the 
whole purpose of the Constitution in pro- 
viding that an opportunity should be given 
every twenty years to return to the source 
of political power for a readjustment of its 
provisions to the needs of the time. 

It might even defeat the object of secur- 
ing’ most important modifications. In the 
first place a commission provided for by 
the Legislature and made up by itself or by 
the Governor would hardly do the work re- 
quired in that judicious and thorough way 
that was contemplated in providing for a 
convention. There would be no complete 
representation of the sentiment and wishes 
of the people, no such division of the work 
among committees, and nosuch discussion 
and deliberation as would result in a large 
body made up of delegates from all parts of 
the State. Such amendments as were pre- 
pared would have torun the chance of ap- 
proval by two Legislatures, which might 
from narrow or selfish motives be disposed 
to prevent the submission of some of them 
to the people for ratification. The final re- 
sult would very likely be an incomplete and 
unsatisfactory patchwork upon the present 
Constitution, and the failure of some of the 
most important objects which ought to be 
attained without unnecessary delay. 

Amuch safer method is that plainly in- 
tended by the framers of the Constitution 
of 1846, which would prevent the inter- 
vention of any branch of the existing Gov- 
ernment between the people and a revision 
of the organic law under which they are 
supposed to govern themselves. If the vote 
should be in favor of a convention the next 
Legislature would have to provide for the 
election of delegates, and it would be 
possible to secure the nomination and 
election of delegates of the highest char- 
acter and ability who would have no 
object but tomake the Constitution con- 
form as closely as possible to the actual re- 
quirements of the present condition of 
things. They would fully represent the 
people of the State and bring together and 
consider all the propositions from every 
quarter for a modification of constitutional 
provisions. Out of their deliberations 
would come a symmetrical and harmonious 
revision, any special features of which 
might be submitted separately for popular 
approval. 

The question of expense is of course an 
important one, but there aro so many and 
such important changes called for that if 
the desired practicai results were secured 
there would be no complaint and no ground 





less expensive. 


for any. Whatis needed now after forty 
years of growth and experience is not sim- 
ply a few additional amendments but a 
careful revision and a revision by the 
delegates of the people chosen specially 
to make it. The best plan is to give 
the people of the State a chance to 
choose the men who are to do the work. 
It will be for them to say whether they 
wish to do so, and they will hardly allow 
themselves to be argued out of it and into 
giving the work into the hands of men 
chosen by the Legislature or the Governor, 
by the plea that it will involve expense. 
The commission plan is intended to take the 
matter out of the control of those whose 
great and manifold interests are to be affect- 
ed by the result. 


HEWITT WOULDN'T TURN THE 
RASCALS OUT! 

Josernu H. CHOATE hit the nail squarely 
onthe head when he said in his Cooper 
Union speech last night that ‘“‘ Hewirr 
couldn’t turn his back on his party and turn 
the rascals out.” 


“Ts any one here,” said Mr. CHOATE, “‘ so green 
as to suppose any reform can be worked in mu- 
nicipal politics under ABRAM 8. HEwiTT? Inour 
contest of fifteen years ago or since, in any of the 
efforts to rescue the city from corruption, has 
any one ever heard the voice of ABRAM 8S. Hew- 
ITT? When RICHARD CROKER asks Mr. HEWITT 
to help him to restore him or give him a better 
office, can hesay him nay, in view of the histor- 
ical fact that CROKER was the creator of HEw- 
ITT’S nomination? With Mr. Power asking 
similar favors, could Mr. Hewitt deny him? 
No; it was the necessity of continuing the 
present people in the offices that has led to Mr. 
HEWITT’s nomination.” 


The defeat of GEORGE would be the only 
beneficial result of electing Hewitt. By 
the election of THEODORE ROOSEVELT we 
not only put GEORGE out of the way, but 
put the rascals out of the way too. 


“ OFFENSIVE PARTISANSHIP.” 

The suspension from office of a District 
Attorney in Pennsylvania and another in 
Maine isa very satisfactory evidence that 
the President meant what he said when he 
declared that offensive partisanship would 
be deemed cause for removal, and that the 
political activity of office holders must be 
restricted to the unobtrusive exercise of 
their rights as citizens. The American peo- 
ple have already come to know that Mr. 
CLEVELAND, as a rule, means what he says 
and does what he promises. At the same 
time the active participation of Federal 
office holders in partisan politics has been 
so frequent and so conspicuous that the 
President’s action has come none too early. 
It is said that the order of suspension was 
meant to rebuke not the making of par- 
tisan speeches so much as the devotion to 
partisan speechmaking of an excessive 
amount of the time paid for by the Gov- 
ernment. Nevertheless, the question of re- 
moval being entirely one of Executive dis- 
cretion, the suspension of these officers 
would have been a justifiable exercise of 
that discretion if it had been made avow- 
edly upon the ground that the officers sus- 
pended had engaged in a partisan activity 
against which they had been cautioned by 
the President. 

The opportunity offered to him by these 
two District Attorneys for vindicating the 
principle he had laid down was especialiy 
favorable. One of them was a Republican 
and one a Democrat, and each had distin- 
guished himself by his services in behalf of 
his party and in defiance of the President’s 
order. That a Republican District Attorney 
should be found in office a year and a half 
after the accession of the Democrats to 
power is a proof of the President’s good 
faith and of his moderation such as it 
would be in vain to look for in the 
annals of any previous Administration 
since the spoils system was fastened 
upon the country. Everybody will agree, 
eyen the upholders of that system, that it is 
indecorous for an officer holding his place on 
the sufferance of an Administration to which 
he is opposed to attack that Administration 
in public. For such an offense JEFFERSON 
avowed his intention to remove office hold- 
ers a gencration before the spoils system 
was invented, and nobody disputed the pro- 
priety of his doing so. It is only when the 
office holder uses his office to support the 
party of the Administration that those who 
profess to love the party and who unques- 
tionably hate the Administration will ob- 
ject to his removal. 

Of course the principle is the same in 
both cases. An office holder once appoint- 
ed, unless he be a legislator or a Cabinet 
officer, is the representative and servant, 
not of a party, but of the people. There 
is something highly unseemly in a person 
who occupies such a position making use 
of it to attack half of his fellow-citizens. 
Legislators are of course gntitled to defend 
themselves before their constituents and to 
justify their own share in legislation. 
Cabinet officers do not occupy with us 
the same position as in England, where 
they actually constitute the Government 
and form part of the Legislature and 
where, accordingly, they are the hardest 
worked ‘campaign orators.” With us the 
members of the Cabinet are part and parcel 
of the Administration; they are appointed 
avowedly and necessarily as members of one 
party, and they have such a responsibility 
for the work of the Administration as 
makes it entirely proper that they should 
defend its policy. No such obligation lies 
upon a District Attorney, and there is no 
more justification for the making of par- 
tisan speeches by such an officer than by an 
appraiser in the Custom House. 

Practically, the exhibition of “ offensive 
partisanship” by office holders has been cne 
of the chief obstacles to the triumph of 
civil service reform. Members of one party 
naturally and justly feel aggrieved that 
members of the other should be continued 
in their offices by the party which they have 
used their offices to attack. The extension 
of the law to offices not now included in it, 
and of its spirit to offices to which its letter 
may be inapplicable, would be greatly 
furthered if President CLEVELAND’s dec- 
laration were everywhere acted upon. In 
that caso the holders of civil offices 
would no more think of wmak- 
ing political speeches or of managing 
political organizations than the holders of 
military offices now do. If an officer of the 
army or navy were to make a_ political 


speech, the gross indecorum of the perform- 


ance would be apparent to everybody. It 


is a proof how much we have all had our 
perception of the fitness of things blunted 
by the prevalence of the spoils system that 
a similar performance on the part of a mem- 
ber of the. civil service does not affect us in 
the same way. Presiden. CLEVELAND has 
not by any single act done more to advance 
the reform of the civil service than by the 
order suspending Mr. BENTON and Mr. 
Stone from office for “ offensive partisan- 
ship.” 


WILL DIAZ BE DICTATOR? 

It is difficult to believe that President 
Draz has ever countenanced the plot—for it 
cannot be called anything else—to make him 
a dictator for ten or twenty years in Mex- 
ico. The dispatch from Nogales, which col- 
lects various indications of this project, in- 
cluding the utterances of a few newspapers, 
is very sensational. Gen. Porririo DIAz 
has done nothing in the past to justify the sus- 
picion that he would so betray the repub- 
lic. On the contrary, it was during his 
former term as President that the amend- 
ment to the Constitution was made, in 
1877, prohibiting the same person from hold- 
ing this office during two’ successive terms. 
Inasmuch as his was the party in power at 
that time itisto be presumed that had he 
been unwilling to sanction this scheme he 
could have defeated or postponed it. He 
expressed himself, on the contrary, whether 
sincerely or not, in its favor. 

It was only ashort time ago that President 
D1Az made the statement published in Paris 
in regard to Marshal BAZAIN®E’s dishonora- 
ble offers to surrénder MAXIMILIAN to him, 
while he was in command of the victorious 
Meniean forces. Whether the words attrib- 
uted to him in the published letter are cor- 
rect or not, they’ certainly recall the un- 
questionable fact of his war services on the 
patriot side. We. cannot very well credit 
the supposition that this soldier, who risked 
his life to save and restore the Mexican Re- 
public, would now head a movement to 
overthrow it, even for his personal advance- 
ment. That it would be, if successful, a 
substitution of despotism for the republic 
no one can question, whether the term of the 
dictatorship were ten or twenty years. 

There is also nothing in the condition of 
Mexico to justify such astep. There have 
been petty outbreaks like those of El 
Coyote, who has been killed, and of Mav- 
RICIO CRUZ and others of that stamp, whose 
forces have been dispersed. But the easo 
with which the Federal Government can 
now send troops by rail to all threatened 
points makes armed insurrections no longer 
feared. It was only very recently that of- 
ficial assurances were given that there was 
no revolution of importance existing any- 
where. 

Undoubtedly there have been signs for 
more than a year of a disposition on the 
part of the Diaz Government to control the 
next election for President, and it is com- 
monly supposed that, since D1az would be 
himself ineligible, his efforts have been 
directed toward securing the prize for his 
father-in-law, Romrro Rubio, who is also 
his Secretary of State. For this reason some 
of the Federal interferences in Nuevo Leon 
and other States have been sharply criticised. 
But whether these criticisims be just or 
not, it is an entirely different matter for 
Draz to seek to overthrow the freedom of 
his country for personal ambition, and he is 
entitled to be cleared of suspicion of com- 
plicity with such a project until more evi- 
dence is produced of it than has even yet 
been offered. Gen. Draz has been one of the 
ablest and best ef Mexico’s Presidents, and 
to be made Dictator would cloud his fame 
instead of bringing it to a climax.

ITALIAN OPERA. 

The management of the company now 
occupying the Academy of Music merits praise for 
an honest endeavor to extend the repertory of 
modern opera. It is also entitlea to commendation 
for adhering to its promise to bring forth novel. 
ties, and it may be well to ad: that in keeping its 
word it has done even more extraordinary work 
than in producing the almost unkuown compo- 
sitions which have thus far been placed upon 
the stage. It has now acquired the right 
toreturn to the more familiar operas which 
for‘many years have gladdened the public ear. 
“Luisa Miller,” indecd, may have occasional 
performance. “I .Lombardi” is likely to be lesa 
frequently given. As for “I Due Foscari,” once 
the curiosity of the student and music lover 
sated as to its characteristics as one of Verdi's 
earliest contributions to the lyric drama of the 
period, it may with safety be allowed to slumber 
on the shelves of the music shops. It was 
beheld last evening at the Academy, and, al- 
though rendered with earnestness, with some 
technical skill, and in a manner denoting careful 
preparation, neither the story nor the music 
produced a satisfactory impression. The plot of 
“T Due Foscari,” which was first sung in Flor- 
ence in 1845, revolves upon an incident re- 
hearsed in the annals of Venetian his- 
tory. Loredano, one of the Council of 
Ten, has sworn vengeance against Fran- 
cesco Foscari, the reigning Doge. He 


succeeds in compelling Foscari to play the part 
of a Brutus by sending his son into exile, and 
finally brings about the old man’s deposition. 
The Doge's son dies just as his innocence of the 
crime he is charged with is proclaimed, and after 
his deposition the Doge himself breathes his 
last. ‘The wailing of the exile’s wife, Lucretia, 
the tears and ravings of the exile, and the lamen- 
tatious of the Doge are listenea to through- 
out the three = acts of the opera; 
the sombre background of “I Due Fos- 
cari” is  unenlivened, in truth, by 
a single bright episode. Verdi's music, which is 
in his first manner, is as deficient in contrast as 
his hbrettist’s book, and even at those stages of 
dramatic action at whicb, in after vears, the com- 
poser would probably have been inspired to 
bring forth a melodious andante or a stirring 
stretta,. he has in this opera accomplished noth- 
ing. There is a spirited duet between Foscariand 
Lucrezia at the close of the first act, and a really 
fine trio in act the second, which concludes, too, 
with a somewhat broad and sonorous finale; as 
a@ whole, however, the work is monotonous, con- 
ventional, and, in parts, noisy aud commonplace. 
Viewed in its entirety yesterday's performance, 
as mentioned, was highly creditable. Aithough 
Lucreziais not a réle to which Mme. Valda is 
particularly well fitted, she sustained its weight 
with intelligence and skill, and made the most 
of the very few opportunities afforded a light 
songstress by the score. Signor Pogtiani 
pictured the Doge with dignity and feel- 
ing and Signor Bologna made an excellent 
Loredano. A new tenor, Signor Eugenio 
Salto by name, effected his début as 
Jacopo, the exile. Signor Salto’s voice i 
fresh and firm, and its range is extensive. Un- 
luckily the performer uses it with little art and 
discretion and generally forces it until it loses 
its resonance. On the occasion under notice, 
moreover, the singer’s intonation was often far 
from accurate. Signorfaltois a young artist, 
and has abundant time for study as well as 
abundant need thereof. The chorus last night 
was quite efficient, and the band in first rate 
form; some new and appropriate scenery was 
shown in the performance. The principal 
singers were recalled several times during the 
proceedings.

ENTERTAINING THE DELE- 
GATES FROM FRANCE. 
@ONORS FROM THE CITY, A WELCOME 
DOWN TOWN, AND A RECEPTION 

AT THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB. 

The French guests, headed by MM. Bar- 
tholdi and Ferdinand de Lesseps, arrived at the 
Mayor's office promptly at 2 P. M. yesterday. 
They were welcomed by Mayor Grace, who, with 
Private Secretary Turner, escorted the visitors 
to the Aldermanic Chamber, where the Common 
Council wasin session. The proceedings of the 
mecting were suspended when the Mayor and 
the guests of the city entered. Thechamber was 
decorated with French and American flags, and 
about the portrait of Lafayette were entwined 
the standards of France and America. Presi- 
dent Nooney received the gentlemen and Mayor 
Grace addressed M. Bartholdi as follows: 


“The citizens of New-York take a special and 
peculiar pride in the great statue which to-day 
stands atthe entranceto our harbor. They are 
not, indeed, unmindful of the national signifi- 
cance of the generous and splendid gift of your 
people to the people of the United States, and 
they fully share the national enthusiasm which 
that gift has aroused. They feel, as do all 
patriotic citizens, the debt of gratitude which 
they owe to the brave nation that allied itself 
with their forefathers in the dark days of the 
Revolution, and which aided them in fighting the 
battle of liberty, whose outcome was destined 
to Jend so deep an impulse to the cause of free- 
dom througkout the civilized world. But they 
are,in a more narrow and strictly local sense, 
gratitied that this beautiful Goddess of Liberty, 
the creation of your imagination, is to stand at 
their gateways, and they have wished to mark 
their gratification by an extraordinary ex- 
vession of esteem for the man whose genius 
ban conceived and whose energy has carried to 
successful completion the splendid work which 
to-morrow is to be unveiled to the world. 

* Accordingly [have been chosen by the Com- 
mon Council of the city of New-York, represent- 
ing her citizens, to bestow upon you the freedom 
of their city. This unusual mark of respect will 
add nothing to your laurels. Your name 
is inseparably associated with the great work 
which owesits existence to your genius, and 
will undoubtedly find an appropriate and lasting 
place in the memory of a great people. I, there- 
tore, in the name of the citizens of New-York, 
present to you full freedom to their city, and 
avail myself of the occasion to express, in their 
behalf, their gratitude to the author and creator 
of the statue which will forever remain a splen- 
did ornament of their metropolis.” 


M. Bartholdi replied by saying that he was 
doubly moved by the most exceptional honor 
paid him, and was satisfied beyond measure at 
his reception by the people and authorities of 
New-York. As tothe work which the people of 
America have been pleased to accept at the 
hands of their French brethren, it was the work 


not alone of his hands, but the work of many of 
‘Zs countrymen. He had the strongest friend- 
ship for the people ot America. 

M. L. Deschamps, Vice-President of the Paris 
Municipal Council, thanked the Mayor and Board 
ot Aldermen for the courtesies extended to him- 
selfand colleagues. He remarked that he was 
greatly impressed with the public institutions in 
and aboutthe city, and extolled the Normal 
College. After a good dealof handshaking all 
round the Frenchmen went to the Produce Ex- 
change. 

It was open house at the Produce Exchange, 
and according to their own delighted testimony 
the visitors had a reception which surpassed 
anything of the kind that they ever witnessed. 
Every member and every meimber’s down-town 
friends were there to greet them. Louder and 
longer cheers could not have rung through the 
building when they filed into the Board Room, a 
little after 2 o’clock, and took places to which 
President McGee esenrted them. 

When the lull came, President McGee made a 
speech of welcome. “We welcome you,” he 
said, “in the name of commerce, commerce that 
lights its torch at the flames of liberty and is 
the pioneer of civilization. We welcome you in 
the name of law, for though this is a building 
for commerce, upon its walls is written equity. 
We welcome you in the name of the arts and 
sciences, for though we are a commercial com- 
munity, yet the architect of this building has 
here bountifully blended beauty and utility. 
And we welcome you in name of religion, for 
though this building be devoted to commerce, it 
was dedicated with prayer. We extend to you 
the freedom of this building while you shall be 
pleased to remain in this place; and we trust 
that your stay will be not only pleasant but 
profitable to you, and that the fires of liberty 
shall be rekindled afresh in the hearts of these 
sister republics, and that they may extend the 
bencfits of liberty among the nations of the 
earth.” 

Another volley of cheers followed the speech, 
to be taken up anew when M. Hielard, repre- 
senting the Chamber of Commerce of Paris, rose 
to respond. His sentences, in French, were 
puuctuated by the most earnest applause. M. 
de Lesseps next spoke with much warmth 
and vigor in his native tongue and the auditors 
went wild in applauding him, fully making up 
in enthusiasm what they lacked in comprehen- 
sion. 

M. Bartholdi, who was next presented, could 
not speak until the brokers and their friends had 
simply tired out their throats. Then he went at 
itin well shattered English, which struck a re- 
sponsive chord at every few words and covered 
him all over with glory. 

“Mr. President and gentlemen,” he began, ‘TI 
am sorry not to be able to speak quite in the 
characteristic way of the tempie that has been 
spoken of here—the Temple of Commerce. Iam 
not able,as you may suppose, to know of its 
value, but if I cannot know it of my own ex- 
perience, of my own knowledge, I know it by 
my feclings. When I entered here I had an 
artistic feeling about what you are doing here, 
althoughly I didn’t know itexactly, because it is 
not my business, but I could not help feeling 
that you make grand things here, that 
you are doing what is best with your 
activity. Nobody can help feeling that 
on entering here. I had the same 
fecling when I first came to New-York and saw 
the city, and I have felt compelled to pay the 
tribute of our admiration for what you are 
doing. You willexcuse meif I sannot make a 
speech. Iam laboring under a double difficulty; 
first, itis not my language, and second, because 
I am not well acquainted with commercial 
things. But I believe if I speak only of my 
feelings it is quite enough to be understood by 
you. On behalf of my friends, as well as on my 
own behalf, I thank you from my heart for this 
consideration.” 

When the speeches ended the Exchange Glee 
Club started up the *‘Marsellaise,” to the stir- 
ring strains of which a procession, composed of 
pretty much everybody present, marchea to the 
Managers’ room, where M. Bartholdi,' M. de 
Lesseps, and the others were separately intro- 
duced to those who could get near enough to 
shake hands with them. Afterward the visitors 
were shown over the building. When they took 
their leave, at a little before 4 o’clock, the 
brokers cheered them all the way to their car- 
riages. 

The scene at the Union League Club last night, 

when a reception and banquet were given to 
Count Ferdinand de Lessepstandjthe members of 
the French delegation, was one which will hardly 
be forgotten by those who were present. The 
handsome building was ablaze with lights, and 
everything that could be done to add a gala ap- 
pearance to the club was done, no detail being 
escaped. When the visitor entered last evening 
he saw the spacious hall—one corner of which 
was occupied by a band of musicians, who 
played the popular music of the day—all decor- 
ated with fiags. Up stairs were the theatre, 
the stage of which was completely hidden in 
a@ mass of flowers, foliage, and tricolor 
bunting; the library, which the genial 
little librarian had spent the day in arranging; 
and the picture gallery, in which every one of 
the numerous gas jets was lighted, and which 
was packed with gentlemen to such an extent 
that circulation was extremely difficult. Still 
further up was the little alcove dressing room in 
which the banquet for the delegates and the 
American committee was laid. Hereit was that 
the talent of V. Camovito had been exercised, 
and Mr. Camovito had excelled even himself. In 
this room was a bronze statue of Liberty Enlight- 
ening the World, the torch of which was bright 
with electric light. 
. The “pieces” on the table in this and the 
general banqueting rooms were of the 
most elaborate order. There were a large 
white sugar model representing Washington and 
Lafayette at the fort, the French frigate Miner- 
vain a trellis work of brown sugar, the flagship 
Tennessee. a huge pyramid of Parisian nougat 
representing the column of the Bastile, and a 
gigantic Gecorated salmon, supposed to be swim- 
wingin the Seine, which was shown in real 
water filled with fish, alive and frisky. The 
tioral pieces were numerous. There was a mound 
of white and red roses, with violets, represent- 
ing the French colors, while Gloire de Dijon, La 
France, and Maréchal Niel roses greeted the eye 
in all directions. There was also a huge statue 
of Liberty made in sugar. 

The rooms and corridors were soon crowded, 
and everybody seemed to be shaking hands with 
everybody else.

The train will be met by about 500 children of 
the school endowed by Mrs. Stewart, who, with 
the clergy of the diocese, will escort the body to 
the cathedral, where the Protestant Episcopal 
service will be read. The burial will be in the 
crypt beneath the cathedral beside the grave 
wherein Mrs. Stewart had always  sup- 
posed that the remains of her husband 
reposed. Thetwo graves arein the centre of 
the crypt, whichis entered through a mortuary 
chapel finished in white marble and elaborately 
carved. Over them is a massive urn. The grave 
which the remains of Mr. Stewart are supposed 
to occupy is covered with aslab bearing his 
name.

THE CASE OF SPROULE. 

Ottawa, Oct. 27.—The fate of Robert 
Evan Sproule, the American prospector whose 
reprieve expires on Friday morning, still hangs 
in the balance. James Fell, Mayor of Victoria, 
British Columbia, arrived here to-day to induce 
the Government to exercise clemency to the 
prisoner. Great pressure has been brought to 


bear, but the officials of the Department of, 
Justice openly hint that there is no hope for the 
doomed man. Mayor Fell, in speaking to THE 
TIMES’s correspondent this evsning, said: “I pre- 
sented to the Hon. Mr. Thompson, Minister of 
Justice, a petition signed by a majority of the 
citizens of Victoria, asking the Govern- 
ment to pardon or commute the sentence. 
I told him that Sproule’s blood would 
be on his head if the execution took place. Sir 
John Macdonald, Premier, when waited upon, 
consented to lay the petition before the Cabinet. 
Sproule is perfectly innocent, and I think that 
he is the victim of afoul conspiracy hatched by 
enemies at Kamloops. There are three grounds 
on which the prisoner should be reprieved. They 
are: Frequent respites, the fact that no jury 
could now be got to couvict him, and thatif the 
jury had known the full  gigmen of the law was 
to have been carried out he would not have been 
convicted. Many now believe that he is inno- 
cent.”

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


NOT MAKING RETURNS. 
TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 27.—Among the rail- 
road companies which have failed to send their 
ax returns to the State Board of Assessors are 
the following: The New-Jersey and New-York, 
Hackensack, Monmouth Park, New-York, West 


Shore and Buffalo, West Shore and Ontario, Ter- 
minal Weehawken Branch, Watchung, Pennsyl- 
vania, Slatington and New-England, New-York 
and Fort Lee, and New-York and Greenwood 
Lake. The list has been sent to the Attorney- 
General, with instructions to proceed under the 
law against them. The penalty for non-compli- 
ance with the law which requires the companies 
to send in their returns is very severe. The court 
may impose a fine of $10,000 in each case.

either of their own or outside roads, found in 
scalpers’ offices. The restoration is to go into 
effect at once. Ata meeting to-day of the Chi- 
cago Rate Committee it was agreed to restore 
freight rates to Pennsylvania points to tariff. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 27.—The statement 
of the business of all lines of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company east of Pittsburg and Erie 
for September, 1886, as compared with the same 
month in 1885, shows: An increase in gross 
earnings of $397,424; an inerease in ex- 
penses of $472,940; a decrease in net earn- 
ings of $75,516.

THE SUSPENDED OFFICERS.

AN OFFICIAL INTERPRETATION OF THE 
PRESIDENTS ORDER. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—President Cleve- 
land's suspension of two United States District 
Attorneys on one day and both for political ac- 
tivity is the first official interpretation of his 
order of July 14 that he has furnished to office 
holders or the public. A few days ago what 
looked like a White House interpretation was 
sent to a New-York paper. It set forth that the 


President held that office holders could make 
speeches and take part in political meetings, 
and was calculated to encourage office holders 
to believe that they were free to go on cam- 
paigning tours with impunity. If oftice holders 
proceed upon tais understanding they are likely 
to meet with the fate of Mr. Benton, a Demo- 
crat, and Mr. W. A. Stone, a Republican, 
just suspended. In each case the President was 
satisfied after examination, that it was impossi- 
ble for those two men to fulfill all the potitical 
engagements they had made in Missouri and 
Pennsylvania, without neglecting the public 
business, for their programmes consumed about 
all the business hours of every day in the 
week, In the case of <A. K. Delany, 
the Wisconsin District Attorney, it is understooa 
that the only reason why he was not suspended 
was that he forestalled such action by resigning 
some time ago. It has been supposed by: the 
President that the order against office holders 
was plain enough to be understood by every- 
body. It did not forbid speeches by office 
holders or participation in politics, but 1t did 
assume that nen employed by the Government 
were not to use the time of the Government in 
speechmaking or in manipulating primary mect- 
ings or conventions. It was not intended to 
deprive men of political rights, but to guard 
against the improper exercise of the rights of 
citizenship. 
x** 

The annual report of the Second Controller of 
the Treasury, Mr. Isaac H. Maynard, is interest- 
ing, not only as showing that there was an in 


crease of over 36 per cent. in the number of ac- 
counts, claims, and cases settled in 1886, 
as compared with 1885, and that the 
increase in the amount of claims and 
accounts adjusted was over 8719 per cent., 
but that the clerical force remained the same 
until the close of the fiscal year ending June, 
1886, when it was reduced 12 persons. It has 
been proved in this division of the Treasury, as 
well as in some. others, that a geod 
deal more work ean be obtained from the 
force employed, without distress to any of 
the clerks, if the heads of bureaus desire to 
obtain the work. It has been the custom for 
many years for the Second Controller to ask for 
increased force, the book of estimates taken up 
at random showing instances. In October, 
1883, when the estimates were submitted for the 
year ending June 30, 1885, the Second Con- 
troller wrote to the Secretary of the Treasury: 
‘* Tt will be indispensable to the prompt settle- 
ment of public accounts that the present force 
of the office be increased, and I most respect- 
fully recommend that provision be made for 
the following clerks in addition to the force 
now employed in the _ office, namely: 
Two clerks of Class 4, four of Class 3, four of 
Class 2, and four of Class 1.” He then stated 
that a certain class of work demanded 
a specil attention and that “for want 
of sutticient force the office has been compelled 
for a period of 10 months practicaily to suspend 
the examination and settlement of paymaster’s 
accounts.” 


NO CLUE TO THE ROBBER. 
—_— 

EXPRESS MESSENGER FOTHERINGHAM’S 
STORY GENERALLY BELIEVED. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 27.—There are no 
new developments in the Adams Express 
robbery. Mr. Damsel was seen at his office this 
morning. Inregard to the report that Messen- 
ger Fotheringham had made a confession he 
stated that there was no truth init, that they 
were working on the theory that the messen- 
ger’s story was true, that the latter has not been 
arrested or placed under surveillance, but of his 
own accord was in constant communication with 
the officers of the company and the detectives 


who have the matter in hand, and is aiding 
them as much as he is able in their attempt to 
discover the whereabouts and identity of the 
robber. 

Fotheringham, in relating in detail his expe- 
rience with the robber, to-day said: ‘‘After 
binding me, Cummings, as he ¢alled himsel?, 
took the key to the safe from my pocket, un- 
locked the safe, and took the pouches out. He 
then took his knife from his pocket, cut the 
pouches open, and removed their contents. He 
removed some articles of clothing from his bag 
and threw them out of the window of the south 
side of the car. We were then somewhere near 
Merimec, I should judge, for we had just 
passed through a tunnel. Ho transferred the 
money to his bag and was then ready to 
make his escape. Before he left be said 
to me: ‘You would be surprised if I told 
wholam.’ Isaid : ‘I don’t knowas I would.’ 
‘Well,’ he continued, ‘Iam Jim Cummings, the 
last of the Jesse James gang. IT was in that 
Biue Cut job, and only got $1,500 out of it. 
Since then [have passed considerable time in 
Australia and San Francisco.’ He seemed famil- 
jar with the names and doings of the various 
members of the James gang. When we began 
talking he removed the gag from my mouth, but 
when the train reached a point near Pacitic he 
replaced it so that I could make no outcry, in the 
mean time threatening to blow my brains out if 
I attempted to attract any one’s attention.” 

To test the messenger’s statement a search 
was made for the clothes which he said the rob- 
ber had thrown from the car, and on the south 
side of the track near Merimec several articles 
of clothing and some old papers and printed 
songs were found, and have been brought to this 
city. One of the garments measured about 38 
inches aroand the waist, bearing out Fothering- 
ham’'s statement as to the size of the wearer, 
who is supposed of course to be the robber. A 
No. 16 collar was also found. Fotheringham’s 
statements have thus far been remarkably clear 
and straightforward and free from contradic- 
tions. The opinion is gaining strength that the 
robbery was a bona fide affair, and that the mes- 
senger was in no way accessory to it. 


CON VENTION. 


FURTHER DISCUSSION ON THE REVISION 
OF THE PRAYER BOOK, 

CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—The General Conven- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal Church resumed 
its sessions at the Central Music Hall this fore- 
noon. A message was received from the House 
of Bishops declaring that in the judgment of the 
Bishops the use of the unfermented juice of the 
grape in the sacrament is not warranted by the 
example of our Lord, and was an unauthorized 
departure from the practice of the Catholic 
Church; and that the mixing of water with the 
wine was not objectionable, provided it be not 
done ritualistically until authorized by a change 


of the rubrics. The message did notrequire any 
action by the deputies. A resolution was adopt- 
ed to appoint a committee to present a plan of 
making notification to the dioceses of the changes 
adopted in the prayer book. A resolution was 
adopted providing for a joint committee of three 
Bishops, three clericals, and three laymen, to 
whom should be recommitted the whole subject 
of marriage and divorce, to report thereon to the 
General Convention On the second day thereof. 
The Housethenresumedits consideration of the 
proposed amendments to the Book of Common 
Prayer. 

The proposition to substitute in the order for 
evening services a prayer for civil authority in 
place of the existing prayer for the President of 
the United States excited much debate. The 
prayer as reported from committees and as sent 
down by the House of Bishops made no mention 
of the Chief Executive by his office, but instead 
contained the folowing: 

“So rule the hearts of all those whom Thou dost set 
in authority over us that they,” &c. 

The house finally rejected the form. proposed 
by the House of Bishops and adopted the prayer 
contained in the Book of Notification. This 
prayer, which if agreed to by the House of 
Bishops at once becomes the property of the 
church and a part of its revised Prayer Book, 
reads as follows: 

‘So rule the hearts of Thy servants, the President 
of the United States, the Governor of this State, 
and all others in authority, that they,” &c. 

Itis noted that the printing of the phrase 
“The Governor of this State” in italics conveys 
the notice that its use is permissive, since there 
may arise cases when the use of this phrase 
would not be applicable.

DRAWN 2HROUGH THE SURF. 


RESCUE OF THE CREW OF A VESSEL ON 
THE NEW-JERSEY COAST. 

Cuapwick, N. J., Oct. 27.—For the last 
24 hours a severe northeast storm has raged 
along the whole length of the Jersey coast, and 
the life-saving men, who have had a compara- 
tively easy time during the Fall, found it difficult 
last night to beat their way against the wind and 
the rain that fell in blinding sheets. 

At 4 o’clock this morning the patrolman from 
Station No. 12 sighted through the darkness a 
vessel stranded on the outer bar and about half 
a mile from Chadwick's Station. Capt. Hoff- 
mire, of that life station, was immediately 
called, and with his apparatus and crew went to 


the scene. The vessel by this time had been 
driven further toward the beach by the heavy 
surf and was easily seen. The unfortunate crait 
roved to be the barkentine John Sherwood, of 

hiladelphia, bound from Kennebunk, Me., to 
Philadelphia with a cargo of ice and bed slats. 
Just 45 minutes after she struck the spars fell 
and the vessel broke in two. The crew of eight 
men, all except Capt. Price, were seen huddling 
together on the top of the after cabin, and the 
Captain was later seen clinging to the forward 
house, the sea making a clean sweep over the 
vessel between him andthe men. ‘The lile sav- 
ing men at once set their apparatus 
and shot a line, which fell across the 
ship, but the spars having fallen, no 
lace could be found to make the hawser 
ast, on which to run the breeches buoy to bring 
the crew to the beach. Before anything else 
could be done the cabin with other wreckage 
washed from the ship, and the frightened and 
half-drowned sailors clung tightly to the wreck- 
age, and were driven tothe beachin an exhausted 
condition, where ready life savers drew them 
from the surf in safety. 

The Captain was in avery dangerous position 
on the top of the forward house, and as the heavy 
surf washed it about, the life savers thought 
surely he would be washed from it before it 
reached the sand. By a well directed shot from 
the Lyle gun a line was shot_across the piece of 
wreckage, and the Captain, clinging with a death- 
like grasp to the line, was hauled ashore. Pieces 
of the wreck are now strewn along the beach, 
and the craft with the cargo is a totalloss. The 
crew saved nothing whatever. It is impossible 
as yetto learn the insurance,if any, and total 
loss to the owners.

-LEARING THEIR CANDIDATE 
WILL BRING UP THE REAR. 
CHE AID OF THE CATHOLIC CLERGY 

INVOKED TO STEM THE TIDE OF 
DESERTION FROM THE RANKS. 
The managers of the Hewitt canvass are 
‘getting desperate. Not content with returning 
to their bad habit of giving out false informa- 
tion as to the situation of affairs, they have in- 
voked the aid of the Catholic clergy in denuncia- 
tion of Henry George. They have become 
thoroughly scared at the prospect that their can- 
didate will be third in the race, and have hardly 
been able to conceal their chagrin at the growth 
pf the Roosevelt campaign from day today. In 
prder to stem the tide of deserters from the 
Hewitt ranks, they induced Joseph J. O’Donohue 
to write a letter to Mgr. Thomas 8S. Preston, 
Vicar-General and Chancellor of the Archdiocese 
of New-York, asking if it was true that the 


Catholic clergy of this city were favorably dis- 
posed toward the candidacy of Henry George 
for Mayor and were inclined to support the 
social and political views expressed in his plat- 
form. ‘fo this letter Mgr. Preston responded as 
follows: 


NEW-YORK, Oct. 25, 1886. 

My DEAR Mr. O’DoNONUE: In reference te your 
fetter just received, I can state with confidence that 
the great majority of the Catholic clergy in this 
city are opposed to the candidacy of Mr. George. 
hey think his principles unsound and unsafe, and 
contrary tothe teachings of the church. I have 
not met one among the priests of this archdiocese 
who would not deeply regret the election of Mr, 
George to any position of intiuence. His principles, 
logically carried out, would prove the rnin of the 
workingmen he professes to befriend. Whatever 
may be said, I think there is no question as to the 
position of the Catholic clergy; and although we 
never interfere directly in elections, we would not 
svish now to be misunderstood at atime when the 
best interests of society may be indanger. Yours, 
very sincerely, THOMAS 8S. PRESTON. 

The letter of Mr. O’Donohue and the answer of 
Mer. Preston were submitted to Candidate Hew- 
itt before they were given out for publication. It 
was alleged that Mr. O’Donohue had broken 
faith with the Monsignor in turning the docu- 
ment over to Mr. Hewitt, the latter having been 
written simply toease the disappointed office 
seeker’s mind, and for no other purpose. How- 
ever this may be, it is certain that the job to get 
the letter was put up by Bosses Croker and 
Power. 

The conversion of Mr. O’Donohue from an 
enemy toa friend of Mr. Hewitt was_ bronght 
about in some mysterious way only known to 
the bosses who have the Mayoralty candate’s 
campaign in charge. Mr. O’Donohue presided 
atthe Tammany County Convention which first 
put Mr. Hewitt in nomination. He had hoped 
to be the candidate himself, but was **dumped” 
at the Jast moment. He was a member of 
the committee which notified Mr. Hewitt of 
his nomination. ‘Chose who saw Mr. O’Donohue 
after he emerged with the other members of the 
committee from Mr. Hewitt’s inner office will 
not forget the look on his face. He was mad 
enough to throttle any one, and his face showed 
it. He was covledoff by his associates, but the 
next day broke loose. The story he told to a 
number of people was that Mr. Hewitt had ob- 
jected to putting any Irishman on the ticket 
with him. ‘* Why.” said Mr. O’Donohue, “ he 
even objected to have merun for President of the 
Board of Aldermen. He said we mustn’t load 
the ticket down with Irishmen. I was disgusted 
with the man. He is a narrow-minded bigot of 
the very worst kind.” 

The sneering remark about ‘Nooney the 
butcher,” which was made by Candidate Hewitt 
to the Tammany Committee, may also have had 
some weight with Mr. O’Donohue. He an- 
nounced that he would at the reassembling of 
the Tammany County Convention open his mind 
on the subject. Croker and Bourke Cockran, 
however, went to see him, and he was also asked 
by the managers of Judge Peckham’s canvass 
not to make open war upon Mr. Hewitt. Mr. 
D’Denohue calmed his passions, took his medi- 
vine meekly, and ever since has been doing all he 
could for the man whom he called ‘a narrow- 
minded bigot of the worst kind.” 

Bosses Croker and Power last evening gave 
out what purported to be a document signed by 
** Joe” Blumenthal and a few lesser lights whose 
connection with the Committee of One Hundred 
was recently terminated. In the document it is 
said that Mr. Theodore Roosevelt was indorsed 
ata meeting of less than one-third of the mem- 
bers of the committee. This statement is not 
true, and no one knows it better than “ Joe” 
Blumenthal. Mr. Roosevelt was indorsed first 
by the Executive Committee and then by the 
Committee of One Hundred as a whole. Before 
he announced his retirement from the Commit- 
tee of One Hundred Mr. Blumenthal tried to 
compel the committee to nominate him tor Con- 
gress against W. Bourke Cockran. He expected, 
with the nomination of the Committee of One 
Hundred, to get the indorsement of the Repub- 
licans, and talked glibly of the influence which 
he could exert in behalf of Mr. Roosevelt. 

Gov. Hill arrived in the city last night with 
Col. Judson and a few personal friends. He con- 
ferred with many Democrats during the evening.

Javorover 
refused. 

“Don’t leave me,” the young woman pleaded. 
“Tf you do Pll drown myself.” ; 

“Go away, [ have done with you,” said Javor- 
over. 

The woman left the cabin, but soon returned. 
Javorover refused to listen to her. Then she 
took off her jacket and threw it athim. ‘ Here, 
take your jacket,” she said. “ I don’t want any- 
thing of yours. I will jump off the boat.” She 
walked out of the cabin slowly, glancing back at 
Javorover, who sat stolidly in his seat. Then, 
without hesitating an instant, she walked to the 
bow of the boat and threw herself off. A young 
man of the name of Merrigan, who was said to 
be an assistant demonstrator of anatomy in the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, leaped in 
after her. Betore he could reach her she was 
past help. He was in the water more than half 
an hour.

ROBERT H. THOMPSON’S DEATH. 

The body of Robert H. Thompson, who 
fied in Paris on Sept. 22, will be buried from 
his father’s house at No. 493 Third-street, 
Brooklyn, on Saturday.

A POLITICAL MURDER.

AN OLD MAN FATALLY ASSAULTED FOR 
LIKING HENRY GEORGE, 


In the Marlem Police Court, yesterday 
morning, John MeGrath was held without bail 
for further examination, on a charge of killing 
John McKegney, an old man, who lived at No. 
139 East Eighty-eighth-street, ina saloon kept 
by Martin Godfrey, at Eighty-ninth-street and 
Third-avenue, on Monday night. McKegney, 
who, according to the testimony of his neighbors, 
was a thoroughly respectable, sober, and indus- 
trious man, worked at his trade asa carpenter 
on Monday in a new building in Ninetieth-street. 


He returned to his home in the evening as usual 
and some time after supper went out for a stroll 
up the avenue. At10:30 o'clock he sauntered 
into Godfrey’s saloon, to get a‘ night cap” before 
going home. There were several young menin 
the place talking politics, and McKegney, who 
was & Warm supporter of Henry George. joined 
in the discussion and spoke highly of his favorite 
candidate tor the Mayoralty. 

McGrath had been lounging about tne place 
for some time. He was unde the influence of 
liquor and in an ugly mood. He resented the re- 
marks of McKegney, and entered into an alter- 
cation with him. McGrath called the old man 
foul names. According to the testimony of 
John 8. Sheridan, a mason, who was in the place 
at the time, he called McKegney a liar. The old 
inan struck McGrath, who then dealt McKegney 
a violent blow in the face, knocking him down. 
The defense undertook to show yesterday that 
in falling the old man struck his head against 
the iron foot rail in front of the bar, but the bar- 
tender, Andrew J. Kenney, testitied that he did 
moet do so. 

MecKegney was picked up and carried into a 
back room. while one of the spectators sum- 
moned Roundsman Weiss, of the Twenty-third 
Precinct, from the opposite corner. McGrath 
eluded the officer, who summoned an ambulance 
and had McKegney taken to the Presbyterian 
Hospital. Capt. Conlin and his detectives sub- 
sequently arrested MeGrath and took him to tne 
station, where be admitted that he had knocked 
the old man down, At the hospital it was found 
that McKegney was suffering trom a fracture of 
the skull. His condition was hopeless, and he 
died at 7:30 o’clock on Tuesday morning without 
having at any time regained consciousness, 

The police say that McGrath is a disreputable 
and unruly fellow who has given them a great 
deal of trouble. His family are respectable peo- 
ple, living at No. 413 East Eighty-sixth-street. 

Jarying statements have been made by those 
who saw the quarrel as to whether McKegney 
struck McGrath first or not, but all agree that 
the latter entered into an uncalled-for quarrel 
with the old man on account of his expression 
of his political opinions. 
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UNDERGROUND RAILROADS. 


VARIOUS RIVALS OPPOSING THE PLANS 
OF THE DISTRICT COMPANY. 

All the railroad companies that claim the 
right to build railroads over or under Broadway 
except the Metropolitan Transit Company were 
represented before the General Term of the Su- 
preme Court yesterday when the New-York Dis- 
trict Railway Company asked for the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners empowered to deter- 
mine whether its projected underground roads 


should be built, and what compensation it 
should give for rights trespassed on by it. 
All the other companies were opposed to the 
granting of this request. Thomas P. Wickes ap- 
peared for the city and objected to the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners, on the grounds that tho 
act of 1880, under which the motion was made, 
was unconstitutional; that the Mayor and com- 
monalty were Trustees for the purpose of keep- 
ing streets open for traffic; that the construc- 
tion of the railroad would blockade the streets, 
and that the petitioner was without the necessa- 
ry capital to do the work it contemplated and to 
compensate the persons whose rights it tres- 
passed upon. 

Grosvenor P. Lowrey, who appeared, with 
Charles F. Stone and Richard W. Stevenson, for 
the New-York District Railway Company, pointed 
out that the motion was made because his client 
had been unable to procure the consent of the 
owners of more than one-half, in value, of the 
real estate along the entire lengths of Broadway 
and Madison-avenue, where the railroads are 
proposed to be built. Mr. Lowrey objected to the 
appearance of the other railroad companies in 
court on the grounds that they were not parties 
in interest, that nothing they set up could be in- 
quired into by the court in the present proceed- 
ing, and that they were not vested with exclusive 
rights in Broadway. He insisted that all the 
companies opposed to his client were dead in 
law through their failure to build their roads in 
the times allotted to them. Replying to the ob- 
jection of the city on the ground of constitu- 
tionality, be said the New-York District Railroad 
Compauy did not propose to use an order pro- 
cured from the court for any other purpose than 
to warrant its proceeding without the consent 
of property owners, unless it should happen to 
run up against such a Board of Aldermen as ex- 
isted in 1884. 

Robert Sewell argued that as the Arcade Com- 
pany was about to build on the lines claimed by 
the District Company the appointment of Commis- 
sioners would simply puta difficulty in the way 
of his client without actually benefiting the 
District Company. He also insisted that the act 
of 1880 was unconstitutional. Counsel for the 
other companies argued that their clients had 
vested rights in Broadway and Madison-avenue, 
Decision was reserved. 

SENS ET Ee cae 
TO BE TRIED FOR BLASPHEMY. 

The case of Charles B. Reynolds for 
blasphemy in attacking the Bible was set down 
for trial at Morristown, N. J., yesterday. But 
early in the morning Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, 
Reynolds’ lawyer, accompanied by his client 
appeared before Judge Childs and asked for an 
adjournment on account of the Colonel’s bad 
health. Col.,Ingersoll stated that he was 
troubled greatly with throat affections and 
could not possibly conduct the case. With the 
consent of Prosecuting Attorney Willard W. 
Cutter, Judge Childs determined to allow the 
trial to go over until the next term, fixing the 
date for the third Tuesday in January, 
1887. Reynolds renewed his bail of $500, 
and came back to this city with his 
able counsel. Citizens ot Morristown 
and adjacent towns are much disappointed. 
This case has attracted great attention in New- 
Jersey, partly on account of Reynolds’ vigorous 
denunciation ot the Bible, and partly because 
this is the first case of the kind ever tried under 
the unrepealed ‘‘ blasphemy laws” which are in- 
corporated in the statutes of New-Jersey. Rey- 
nolds was arrested in Boonton, N. J.,a few weeks 
ago. He delivered lectures against the Bible, 
and afterward wrote a pamphlet called “ Blas- 
phemy and the Bible,” in which he repeated in 

rint what he had said in Boonton, and upon this 
ook, signed by him, he was indicted by the 
Morris County Grand Jury. The penalty pro- 
vided by the statutes in the event of conviction, 
is one year’s imprisonment and a fine of $200.

MR. FITCH RAPIDLY GAINING. 

The candidacy of Ashbel P. Fitch against 
Congressman Egbert L. Viele has assumed for- 
midable proportions, especially in the Twenty- 
third Assembly District. Non-partisan clubs 
have been organized with no other purpose than 
to aid his electiun. Aninstance of his popular- 
ity is afforded by the action of the employes of 


Ruppert’s brewery and of Ehret’s brewery, two 
of the largest establishments of the kind east of 
Milwaukee. One hundred and sixty of the 
workmen met this week and organized 
for Mr. Ilitch. Of that number only 
three had ever voted the Republican ticket. 
The conservative Democrats of the Twelfth 
Congressional District are satisfied that 
Mr. Fitch will represent them quite as satis- 
factorily as Mr. Viele, and having reached this 
conclusion it is with more than usual satisfac- 
tion that they announce their purpose to con- 
demn the dictation of the bosses, who forced Mr. 
Viele, a resident of another Assembly district, 
upon them as their candidate. Mr. Fitch is 
known as a successful lawyer and a very inde- 
pendent man in public affairs.

He com- 
plained at the Jefferson Market Police Court on 
Tuesday that Curran, Thomas Rorke, and a 
dozen others assaulted him, knocked him down, 
and kicked him.

FRIENDS OF WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

A spirited meeting of the friends of woman 
suffrage was held in Masonic Temple yesterday 
under the direction of the New-York State 
Woman Suffrage Association. About 60 ladies 
were present. Mrs. Lillie Devereux Blake pre- 


sided. Mra. Matilda Joslyn Gage predicted that 
such was man’s tyranny and perversity that 
blood would haveto flow in torrents before 
women could secure their rights. This sentiment 
excited loud appiause. In view of the dread- 
ful and outrageous slavery which women 
now endure, she declared, to make the 
Statue of Liberty a woman was simply set- 
ting up a gigantic liein the gaze of the nations. 

Mrs. Harriet L. Shattuck, of Boston, created a 
little sensation by advocating the cause of Henry 
George for Mayor. Some of the audience ap- 
plauded. This was too much for Mrs. Blake, 
who advocated Mr. Roosevelt’s claims. Mr. 
Roosevelt, she said, had always, when he was 
a member of the Assembly and in private life, 
been a consistent advocate of woman suilrage. 
She also eulogized him as a statesman and a pub- 
licist. Speeches were also made by Caroline 
Gilkey Rogers, Clara Neyman, and Marguerite 
Moore. 

A number of resolutions expressing the views 
of the ladies were adopted unanimously. One 
of them set forth that as one-half of the inhab- 
itants of this city were women, who paid in 
taxes one-half the funds which supported the 
Government, justice demanded that women 
should have an equal voice with men in the ad- 
ministration of the city. Another pointed out 
that as one-half the school children were girls 
and nine-tenths of the teachers women, women 
should be represented on the Board of Educa- 
tion. Mayor Grace was asked to ap- 
point Mrs. MHarrict Putnam Newell to 
such @ position. In other resolutions the 
people were asked to vote against Michael 
Brennan, Democrat, and Charles E, Smith, Re- 
publican, candidates for the Assembly in the 
Sixth and Lighth Districts, because they defeat- 
ed the bill giving women the right of municipal 
suffrage last Winter. Robert Ray Hamilton, Re- 
publican, Eleventh District; James Haggerty, 
Democrat, Twentieth District, and John B. Shea, 
Democrat, Twenty-fourth District, were com- 
mended to the friends of woman suffrage, who 
were also asked to vote against Charles A. Bin- 
der, Republican, Tenth District, and Jacob A. 
Cantor, Democrat, Twenty-third District, who 
voted against the Municipal Suffrage bill.

THE SUICIDE OF THEODORE BRONSON IN 
FAIRFIELD. 

FAIRFIELD, Conn., Oct. 27.—Theodore 
Bronson came to this town from New-York to 
spend the Summer and, with his mother, occu- 
pied the General Parker cottage, one of the 
pleasantest places in Fairtield. He was wealthy, 
and soon became well known both to the resi- 
dents of the town and the Summer population, 
but for some time he has kept much at home, 
his health having become seriously impaired. 
He became despondent, and his illness was evi- 
dently wearing much upon him. Last night he 


went to bed at the usual hour, showing no 
signs of being more low spirited than usual. 

This morning his mother left the house and 
took an early train for New-York. Bronson did 
not appear at his usual hour for breakfast, and 
the servants went to his room to callhim. They 
could get no response to their summons, and the 
door was forced. Bronson was found lying dead 
in his bed. A double-barreled rifle lay between 
his knees. with the butt resting against the foot- 
board and the muzzle pointed at his head. He 
had tied one end of a cane to the trigger and fast- 
ened the other end to one of his toes, and in 
this way had discharged one of the barrels. The 
contents had entered the head under the lower 
jaw and passed up through the brain, shattering 
the skull. Death must have been instantaneous. 

Medical Examiner Donaldson was called, and 
after investigating the case gave a permit for 
burial, and Undertaker Bishop, of Bridgeport, 
was notified to take charge of the remains. A 
dispatch was sent to Mrs. Bronson, in New- 
York, notifying her of the death of her son, Mr. 
Bronson was 27 years old and unmarried, The 
suicide threw all Fairfield into great excitement 
on account of the prominence and social stand- 
ing of the unfortunate young man.

WOMEN’S TEMPERANCE UNION. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 27. — At the 
opening of the National Women's Christian 
Temperance Union Convention this morning it 
was urged that a memorial be sent to Congress 
against the dispensing of beer to inmates of 
soldiers and sailors’ homes.

The third party has embodied woman 
suffrage as the twin plant with prohibition, thus 
dividing the chances of each by two and render- 
ing it perfectly certain that the third party could 
not come to power. Your demand for prohibi- 
tion in States by national authority ie simply 
revolutionary. There are other interests to be 
preserved by the maintenance of good govern- 
ment and the continued union of all good citi- 
zens is necessary to hold society together.”

NICKELS IN GREAT DEMAND. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—There has sprung 
up within the last few months an unprecedented 
demand for minor coinin the form of five-cent 
and one-cent pieces, the stock of which up to the 
time this demand began was in the several United 
States depositories redundant. This surplus has 


all been put into circulation, and the Mint at Phil- 
adelphia, which alone executes minor coin, is 
doing its utmost to supply the demand, its ca- 
pacity being limited by the statutory comage of 
silver dollars. The popular demand for small 
coin is now ahead about $180,000 for five-cent 
and one-cent pieces alone. The Secretary of the 
Treasury has given authority for the issue of 
whatever proves to be required, and it is antici- 
pated that the work now in hand will result 
speedily in supplying all that may be required. 
Meanwhile orders upon the Superintendent of 
the Mint at Philadelphia, in accordance with the 
circular issued by the Bureau of the Mint on 
Sept. 10, 1886, will be filled in the order of appli-
